If Mr. Naysmith makes use of wooden doors on the gateways, then his 
ventilation must necessarily be imperfect, from the great amount of leakage; bat wh 
not use canvas doors, suspended from an iron bar fastened to the roof, and having a flap 
attached to the roof itself hanging over the iron bar on the side of the door opposed to the 
current of air, thus rendering the top of the door}perfectly air-tight? This contrivance 
does away entirely with wooden doors in the gateways, but the double doors at the bot- 
tom of the heading can still be made of wood. 

Mr. Naysmith’s remark as to the fall of the roof at the face being a matter of con- 
tinual occurrence is a very unlimited assertion, not borne out by facts or experience. 
As a rule, falls do not occur at the face oftener in long wall workings than in pillar and 
stall. This I know from several years’ experience in both methods. Ifa fall does take 
place In the face of a piece of long wall, Mr. Naysmith seems to think that it is left there 
to be an obstruction to the face ventilation. Ifit were so it would, of course, entirely pre- 
vent the men working on that particular portion of the face, hence the loss of so much coal, 
besides obstructing the ventilation. But I think that Mr. Naysmith will allow it is not 
more difficult to remove a fall in the face of long wall than to do the same in the face of a 
stall. As for the airway through the goaf to ventilate the face, why the removal of the 
fall does away with such (as Mr. Naysmith rightly calls it) “* expensive,” aye, and fool- 
ish device. Indeed, until I read Mr. Naysmith’s letter I never heard of such a plan; 
but then certainly that does not prove such a plan may not have been used, and it pro- 
bably accounts in a great measure why those people with whom Mr. Naysmith has 
talked over the subject have been obliged to give up their long wall workings. 

Again, it seems to me that Mr. Naysmith is far too liberal in the use of his timber. 
If he leaves posts in the gobs, of course when the “ squeeze” comes on such posts will 
throw the pressure towards the weakest parts, the gateways and the face. Very, very 
few posts should be left in the gob, and the gateways, &c., will remain comparatively 

injured gateways should not (as Mr. Naysmith says they are) be studded with 
whole forests of timber, but cogs should be ballt every seven or eight yards ina line with 
the gob wall; so, in the event of an explosion, they would not be liable te be blown 
away, and, th , the workings would not become, as Mr. Naysmith fears, “ one 
continuous goaf.” Has Mr. Naysmith ever looked at it in this light ? 

Mr. Naysmith finally bewatlls the loss of immense quantities of ironstone yearly in 
our sea-sale collieries, and very ingeniously makes even that an objection to the long- 
wall. His argument seems to me very contradictory. First ofall he complains of such 
loss in the sea-sale collieries. Now, sach collieries are not entirely, nor anything like 
it, worked by long-wall, but pillar and stall is quite if not more extensively worked ; 
but at the end of his letter he says, speaking of the loss of ironstone, “ is not that area- 
son why long-wall should not be worked” in such collieries. For perfectly the same 
reason pillar and stall should not be worked either. But { can be obtained 
from the long wall quite as easy as from the pillar and stall. I know of a case of long 
wall producing now some 200 tons per month of ironstone; but when that coal was 
worked by pillar and stall only some 40 or 50 tons were brought out, although the same 
quantity of coal was worked in both cases.

(the stamper) against Mr. Mosheimer to reduce 100 or 1000 tons of stuff 
with good and firm stamps, and that he will beat him in dispatch and pro- 
duct, and carry on the operations with much less cost. 
We need not wait for the discovery of rich lodes or rich bunches of gold 
at Dolgelly; let us take such stuff as we can get now, should it contain on 
an average only 30 or even 10 grains of gold per ton. This is not a ques- 
tion as to the myer of there being found auriferous deposits or lodes 
in Merion ire of sufficient value to pay cost and leave a profit; that 
must be left to the companies and their mining agents to determine here- 
after. It is their speculation, not ours. What we want is to test the merits 
of the different modes of treatment, and not allow the public to be led astray 
by the pretensions and assertions of mere adventurers, who constantly make 
their appearance during speculative excitements. We have had many of 
them at Dolgelly during the last ten years, and the results are too well 
known to require comment. 
Mr. Mosheimer refers to the losses of Mr. Readwin and others, arising 
from — led astray by Berdan, and almost complains that they are now 
so guarded. ‘“ tke says he, “ do they not follow the _—— and the 
process of other gold-producing countries ?” ‘‘ If any of those numerous 
processes employed in California had ever been used here, I am sure gold 
would have been returned in paying quantities.”” Why doesnot Mr. Mos- 
heimer prove his assertions ? t us see how he can make stuff contain- 
ing only 2 dwts. of gold pay the cost of mining and extraction. When he 
does it we shall believe him, but not before. 1 think Mr. Readwin and his 
friends are quite right to wait until Mr. Mosheimer has realised his scheme, 
and keep to their recent mode of a. returns, by disposing of the 
mines to others, which is far more profitable business than digging for gold. 
If Mr. Readwin and those who have suffered from the gold-extracting ad- 
venturers at Dolgelly have succeeded in changing sides with Mr. Mosheimer 
and Co., I congra them. “ A bird in hand is worth two in the bush.” 
If Mr. Mosheimer has taken up the district to work it on his own ac- 
count, as may be inferred from his letter, I hope he will get some practical 
to guide and assist him, as, judging from his co mmunication, he is 
very deficient in the knowledge of the proper use of me chanical appliances, 
as well as in gold mines and reduction works. 
The proposition of applying stamps to do the work of a crusher is too 
crude to require comment, and could only emanate from a novice. I 
fear Mr. Mosheimer’s experience in California is a m yth, and that he is 
now engaged merely to keep up the excitement. As. Mr. Mosheimer is a 
foreigner, and evidently labouring under a great mi: take, I will abstain 
from noticing the various contradictions and incorre :tness of his state- 
ments on this occasion. If he really believes that he can effect what he 
promises, and will forthwith try the experiment in earne st at Cwmheisian or 
elsewhere, he will deserve our support; but if, on the ot her hand, he should 
attempt to play the Berdan farce over again, the soong r he gives it up the 








better. Iam much obliged to Mr. Mosheimer for his invitation, but beg 

to decline the offer, but am quite ready to back the Cambrian stamper 

against him when the stamps are ready and the stuff prepared.

Let shareholders discard such assays, ‘ag’ it 
is not possible to arrive at the correct value of a parcel of quartz, orquartz 
lodes, by such assays. It can only be done by crushing bulk to the re- 
quisite fineness, and sampling fairly from bulk. Directors and others are 
open to a charge of something beyond illusion if they think otherwise, or 
represent to their shareholders, not practically acquainted with the subject, 
that assays of specimens of gold quartz can determine the value of ilk, 
It is “ bulk” which shareholders should look to as the great source of profit 
in general; and with abundance of water power, cheap labour, and good 
roads made and maintained by the public, the Dolgelly district offers a 
reasonable opportunity to those who are disposed to enter on what Mr. 
Mosheimer justly calls a very agreeable business, and give it a fair trial, 
which it is to be hoped will be found interesting, instructive, profitable, and 
to afford a field for progressive improvement to the three modern graces— 
science, skill, and industry.

MINING MACHINERY—ENGLAND AND AUSTRALIA. 


Srr,—Having lately returned from Australia, where I have had some 
experience in gold mining, and having been also engaged professionally in 
Wales, I wish to offer a few remarks for publication in the Journal. In 
respect to the machinery here, it is entirely a mistake; the only attempt 
atan A ian machine has been, unfortunately, copied from a type some 
five or six years old, and which has been almost entirely abandoned, and 
no regard was had to the kind of material to be operated upon. All the 
other machinery here or erecting is of the old and chendond types. Cor- 
nish stamping-mills, ¥ enough in themselves for tin and copper, are 
altogether inadmissible for gold ores: dearly enough, in the loss of gold, 
has this fact been in Australia, and an Australian miner would 
as soon think of poy J cow into a seive as letting his golden stone go 
into the batteries now being erected for crushing really good mineral at 
one of the successful antens bere, Neither is there present or future eco- 
nomy in these mills. All quartz machinery has to be studied not only for 
its capability, but for the daily and expensive wear and tear, and the hest 
Australian machines are built expressly to meet these requirements. 

The amalgamating machines here are but modifications of abandoned 
patents in Australia—all have been tried and discarded; they involve no 
new principle, but rather depart from the recognised and good points of 
some of the old machines. Their cost will be enormous, and the expense 
of bay | them absurd, while they are evidently designed by those who 
chave had little practical experience of the wear and tear of iron amongst 
the sharp cutting action of quartz grit, or of the leading principles and prac- 
tical requirements of quartz crushing. I have seen most of the diggings 
in Australia strewn with the debris of the machines erected by sanguine 
and unfortunate inventors, and such will be the fate of the machines erect- 
ing here. It is no disparagement to British engineers to say this; they 
have, as we have had in Australia, to learn the special requirements of the 
case. And in Australia the last eight years have been spent by thousands 
of mechanics in devising, erecting, and improving quartz-crushing ma- 
chinery. Stimulated by public competition amongst the quartz millers for 
the custom of the diggers, not narrowed and confined to the operations of 
a few companies working entirely for themselves, but spurred on by those 
who in self defence were compelled to erect the best possible plant. 

It is not the way to promote the progress of Welsh mining to let these 
things go unquestioned; sooner or later it will be found that the money 
has been wasted in erecting useless ill-designed mills and machinery to 
catch invisible gold, and the real mining of the country has been untouched. 

If you will accord me space in next week’s Journal I will give a reswmé 
of our Australian machines, as it is scarcely fair to find fault without 
showing the way to mend it.—Dolgelly. . M. Brown,

ENGLISH MINING MACHINERY. 


Sir,—I have carefully considered Mr. Rickard’s letter upon this subject, 
in the hope that I should have been able to refute his very disparaging re- 
marks, but must now admit that they are, to a great extent true with re- 
spect to silver ores, and almost equally applicable with respect to metallic 
ores generally. As to Mitchell’s amalgamator being the most valuable 
machine, I regret that I cannot agree with him, as it certainly has an ob- 
jection which is, I think, insurmountable—the enormous quantity of mer- 
cury which is required to work it, should cause it to be adopted with the 
greatest caution. It may be urged that mercury used in the amalgamating 
process is recovered, and used again, but it must not’ be forgotten that it 
was the enormous loss of mercury that made Berdan’s machine a failure. 
There are some ores which are sure to sicken the mercury, and the loss is 
then almost inevitable. Of course the amalgamation of chloride of silver 
in a good matrix is so simple that Mr. Mitchell’s or any other arrange- 
ment would probably be sufficient, but as he has at least 12 cwts. of mer- 
cury, the first cost of which would be nearly 1507., constantly in use, and 
as 1 ton of sickening ore would carry the whole off with the tailings in 
the course of an hour, it would be rather a dangerous experiment to try. 
The best machine is that which uses the least mercury, and as Mr. Mitchell 
must have more than any other in existence, I could not give it ‘the pre- 
ference.—Dolgelly, Feb. 27. W. iH. J. 


ARE THERE GOOD MINING MACHINES IN ENGLAND? 


Sir,—I am much surprised to read Mr. Rickard’s account of English 
machinery, yet I think it is easily explained, because chloride of silver is 
an ore with which miners have very little experience in England. If Mr. 
Rickard had asked for lead-dressing machinery, or coal-cutting machinery, 
or even apparatus for sinking shafts without manual labour, he would have 
found that Englishmen have not been idle. How often has reference been 
made in the Mining Journal to Hunt’s improved jigging-machine, to 
Zenner’s rotating buddle, and to Crease’s inery for sinking and driv- 
ing in metallic mines? I do not contend that all the inventions which 
have been are useful or practical, but they show that improve- 
ments are not left unattempted. Hunt’s jigging-machine is, without 
doubt, an improvement upon anything of the kind that has yet been intro- 
duced for dressing lead or separating two ores of different specific gravi- 
ties. Zenner’s rotating buddle has been — by practical afd continued 
use to be of great utility for dressing tin slimes; and, although coal-cutting 
and mining machines have not yet been thoroughly tested, we may reason- 
ably expect that ere long wy ag prove practically valuable. 

No one knows better than Mr. Rickard that almost the whole of our sil- 
ver is derived from silver-lead ore, in which it does not exist as a chloride. 
It is, therefore, less interesting to English miners and metallurgists to study 
the separation of chloride of silver than to endeavour to economise the 
treatment of galena and carbonate of lead, or to discover improved means 
of desilvering lead ores. In the treatment of lead ores, in which the metal 
exists as a carbonate, the process introduced by Mr. John Arthur Phillips 
is as valuable in a practical point of view as it is interesting in a chemical 
point, whilst the fact that efforts are being made to economise the process 
of desilverisation is proved by an advertisement published in the Mining 
Journal ot only last week, by an inventor seeking aid to develope a valu- 
able discovery of this nature. 

In the dressing of tin slimes, what can be more perfect than the opera- 
tion of Zenner’s rotating buddle, which you have frequently stated in the 
Journal to recover seven times the quantity of tin that the ordinary bud- 
dles recover? Mr. Rickard should remember that Cornishmen, Northum- 
brians, and, in fact, English miners generally, seek to discover processes 
useful for treating ores and minerals usually met with, and care very little 
about puzzling their brains to invent machines which, although perhaps 
useful in some distant country, they do not want. The English miner is 
entirely utilitarian—show him something positively useful and he will 
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quickly adopt it; but if you think he will play with complicated machines, 
because they look pretty, o fin 
Mr. Mi is not a miner, and his machine is 
licated; but that is, perhaps, why it pleases our 
r. Ignatio Rickard. : ; : 

Were we to turn to coal mining, we should find the inventions still more 
numerous. ‘To begin with the most recent, we have the coal-cutting ma- 
chine of Firth, Donisthorpe, and Ridley, which promises a great success, 
and I believe at no distant period will be very generally adopted. The mode 
in which the coal is cut by the machine more nearly assimilates hand labour 
than anything I have seen; and there can be no doubt that its use will have 
the effect*of materially lessening the loss of life in the working. With such 
machines in the levels, and an efficient shaft-sinking machine, there would 
be less inducement to neglect ventilation, for if the cost of putting down 
each shaft were reduced to one-fifth, and the get of coal increased with the 
same number of hands, no objection would be made to putting down ad- 
ditional shafts, and there would be ample coal for drawing through them. 
In ventilating coal mines, again, will Mr. Rickard deny that inventors have 
heen active? It is trae wantof practical knowledge has in many instances 
’ 4sed very laughable notions to be brought forward, but even these have 

sir use; for although a practical man may at once see that they are use- 
less, he may at the same time discover that with some trifling, though 
important, modifications they would surpass in utility any existing con- 
trivance for effecting the same object. 

As I have not had the same opportunity as some of your readers of col- 
lecting data for combatting Mr. Rickard’s argument. I trust some one will 
follow my example in attempting to rebut the discredit which he would 
throw upon British miners. MINER.

Copper and tin lodes occur the whole length of this junction, the lodes 
extending eastward into the killas for about 2 miles. To the west the granite trends 
northwards; while the lodes, preserving their usual direction, run into the slate, ac- 
companied here by well-formed elvan dykes. The south-eastern edge of the granite is 
most irregular, the slates filling the valleys between the lofty tors. The granite range 
in the south-eastern corner is abruptly terminated by the Caradon Hill, which is sur- 
rounded, except to the west, by the killas. The richest mines of the district are grouped 
around the sides of this cone. These mines produce ores of copper and tin, associated 
in veins with quartz, fluor-spar, chiorite,&c. The present workings are in the gra- 
nite, or obtruding for comparatively a smal! distance into the killas, The lodes where 
extending into the adjoining strata eastward are being worked by several companies, 
who assert that very favourable indications seem to promise deposits of copper ore; they 
are here crossed nearly at right-angles by veins containing galena. The bearing of the 
copper lodes varies from east to about 12° north of west, and nearly the whole of them 
underlie more or less to the north, with a width varying from a few inches toseveral feet, 
and in some few instances to as much as 10 fms. These lodes are crossed at right angles 
by lodes varying as considerably in width, and mostly filled with clay, with occasional 
veins of spar. These appear to render productive the metallic veinz, as do also the elvan 
courses, which in these mines are generally felspathic, and of a light grey colour. They 
are, however, of rare occurrence in this part of the district, although numerous patches 
occur in proximity to,and often intrude into, the lodes. Most of the cross veins are very 
large ; one of them, between West and South Caradon, has been named the boundary 
cross-course, and completely divides the Caradon group; and, contrary to the other cross- 
courses, it heaves the lodes through its entire length to the left hand, this heave in- 
creasing going north, where it amounts to 50 feet. 

Lodes known as caunters are extremely scarce, the only ones being the Wheal Jen- 
kins lodes, in West Rosedown ; two large parallel lodes, worked twenty years ago by 
the Cornwall United Company.

The lodes are strong 
productive ones, containing galena, much of which is argentiferous, and have a general 
bearing of about 13° west of south, forming an angle, as compared with the copper 
lodes, of 70°, and having an unvarying underlie east.

John Carthew has stated his belief that 12 months after the mine has been fairly opened 
up the company will be in a condition to declare a dividend, and if he says so we may 
depend upon it there is more than the usual chance of its being accomplished. With these 
facts before us, it would be hard indeed if the concern were not a prosperous one.

NEW CENTRAL STREET AND TRAMWAY FOR LONDON. 


S1r,—I rejoice to observe in last week’s Journal that at last something 
is to be done to give relief to the street traffic of the metropolis, by making 
one grand central street through its centre, running east and west. We 
have plenty of fine streets ranning north and south, where, comparatively 
speaking, none are wanted, but none east and west, where the great traffic 
is, and that desideratam will now be supplied by the New Tramway and 
Esplanade. The other schemes which affect che traffic east and west are the following : 
—1, the Undeground Railway; 2, the Thames Embankment and new street; and 3, the 
Charing-cross Railway, on the south side of the River. The object is to clear the streets 
of omnibuses and other traffic, and that object will only be very partially accomplished 
by these schemes. The Underground Railway only accommodates the northern parts of 
the metropolis. It will, therefore, neither relieve the Strand nor Orford-street. The 
Thames Embankment is below the level of Thames-street, passing under the bridges ; 
it, therefore, can never become a great thoroughfare, for it is not to be expected that the 

ib will d d to Thames-street, and afterwards ascend to the Strand. As for 
the Charing-cross Railway, that is only a single line; it will not be able to run trains 
more than once every 20 or 30 minutes, and will, therefore, not be able to accommodate 
more than one-tenth of the omnibus traffic. 

It will be observed that the new scheme is quite different from Mr. Train’s unfortunate 
project of laying down trams on the streets. On our line no wheel carriages will be al- 
lowed, except on the trams, so that no inconvenience can ever arise by the mixture of 
tramway with street traffic. With regard to crossing the streets, Capt. Moorsom, who 
is engineer of six tramway companies, informs me that a tramway carriage may be hauled 
up quicker than any carriage on a common street or road. The crossing of streets, there- 
fore, is no objection, but the reverse. The opening of the new tramway will greatly re- 
duce the traffic of all the streets which it intersects, so that the stoppage at crossings, 
now so much felt, will be greatly reduced by the tramway. 

The objections to a railway within a town are insuperable, and ought to be well un- 
derstood before the railways are made, for after that it will be too Jate to find out our 
mistake, as a railway once made, and in operation, can never be removed. 
A town intersected with arches presents an unseemly aspect, for the passengers look 
down on the roofs of the houses, and move in an atmosphere of smoke, while the eternal 
whistle and snorting of the engines are nuisances of no ordinary character. Underground 
railways are still worse. To travel in gaslight by day is to turn day into night; and as 
to the noise, damp, and smell of a tunnel, they are familiar to all railway travellers, and 
cannot be sufficiently deprecated. The only good of underground railways is to fill the 
pockets of engineers and contractors, who are the only parties who are really interested 
in bringing them forward. 

Two new underground railway bills are before Parliament this session: the one rans 
from King’s-cross to the Haymarket, the other from Regent’s-circus, Piccadilly,to Hyde- 
park Corner, passing through Hyde-park and Kensington-gardens, to Paddington. I 
need scarcely say that if these bills are passed we may despair of ever seeing London 
worthy of being the metropolis of a great nation. Macaulay speaks of a New Zealander 
visiting London some hundred years hence, but he little thought what that stranger 
may be destined to behold when he actually sets his foot on London Bridge. If under- 
ground railways are to be the order of the day, he will have to report that London is 
truly the wonder of the world, for it contains 5,000,000 of peop!e, who shelter themselves 
in houses at night, and travel underground, like moles, during the day. This is no idle 
joking. The evil that threatens us must be put a stop to, or the habits and constitutions 
of the people will be changed in a way that I shall not venture to describe. Now that 
it is proved by the reports of Captain Moorsom and Mr. Francis Fuller that a tramway 
in the metropolis is perfectly practicable, I trust we shall hear no more of railways in 
the air or underground, and that h tramways on the surface shall be the only 
kind of railway permitted by Parliament within the precincts of any town. 

I shall conclude with an estimate of the traffic of the proposed tramway for London, 
to show that the undertaking is not only practicable, but will be a great improvement 
to the town in a sanitary and architectural point of view, and highly remunerative to 
the shareholders. The cost of the tramway, with four lines of trams, including the price 
of land, cost of forming the line, and the necessary plant for working it, will be 2,500,0007. 
The nett re from p gers, , and land rental may be taken at 270,000/., or 
upwards of 12 per cent. on the capital. The General Omnibus Company, who own about 
two-thirds of all the omnibuses of the metropolis, take 120,000 passengers perday. The 
estimate for the new tramway is 80,000 passengers per day, but as new facilities invart- 
ably increase traffic, it is more than ble that the traffic of the new tramway will 
greatly exceed this estimate.

The report of the agent was read, as follows :— 
March 2.—Since the last general meeting our principal operations have been confined 
to opening on the lode at the 36, which is extended nearly 175 fms. west from engine-

Reference had been made to a memorandum which he (Mr. Ford) 
had drawn out, showing the probable results that would be realised. Although the 
statements in that document had been called in question, he (Mr. Ford) was ready to 

produce the promised results if the company produced the articles. And,as a gua- 
rantee that what he now stated he would carry out, he would stake the whole of his in- 
terest in the company in the hands of the Chairman, to besacrificed in the event of non- 
fulfilment. Why, the vendors themselves, with their limited capital, had very nearly 
accomplished the results named. It could not be expected that this company would 
achieve a great success without some failure. Let them ask other people what it cost 
to successfully establish a blue lias works. Did they think they could come to London 
and establish a lime trade without great trouble and expense, when the market was 
supplied? If they wished to see their lime sold,they must, no doubt, pay a commission. 

Mr. Benner thought the shareholders might take it for granted, from the remarks 
of Mr. Maynard, that there was a division in the committee's camp, and that some of 

the passages in their report had not been sanctioned by all the members of that com- 
mittee. He might state that neither Mr. Ford nor himself had put shares upon the 
market, except those few they were compelled to in order to meet exigent circum - 
stances; but all the others were still in the hands of the vendors. Tho fact was, tho 
gypsum fields alone would more than pay the company for the amount paid for the pro- 
















perty. In addition matters referred to by Mr. Ford, the company held 
a mill-stream 4 any circumstances, was worth 3007. per annum, and 
‘had admitted to the former proprietor, of more than 


works, for having taken away the water. The truth 
"did not Know the value of the property they had in their 
hands, if efficiently Before any arrangement was entered into everything was 
honestly submitted to thecompany’s solicitor, and there was no doubt the value of the 
property was much more’ than had been pald for it. He was not allowed to attend 
the committee, or he might have placed before them some facts and figures which he 
alone could give. He was prepared to show from the books that there had been expended 
in hard cash upon the property something close upon 8000/., and liabilities incurred, 
exclusive of the 64507. mortgage, amounting to 4000/. more. He had come to the 
resolution, after a great deal of discussion, to accept the terms offered by this company, 
and for this reason—becanse it was stated some time since that, provided the vendors 
would agree to relinquish half of their interest, sufficient capital would be provided to 
enable the business of the company to be conducted in a proper manner, for he knew its 
value, as did also Mr. Edmeston, He found that, in February, 1862, in accordance with 
che wishes of his co-di and p » deputation of shareholders proceeded 
to Keynsham to inspect the works, when Mr. Edmeston said “ that he was of opinion 
that the statements in the prospectus were fully borne out.” Mr. Lloyd also gave the 
game opinion, and upon it took 100 shares. 

The Cuarrman stated that before he became a shareholder he visited the property, 
when he, with others, was most favourably impressed, otherwise he should not have 
been upon the direction. There had been a large, but necessary, outlay upon the pro- 
perty, so that it must certainly be worth more than it cost. There were so many acres 
of stone of a certain depth; and, therefore, it was a simple calculation what number of 
years it would take to work it out. The whole question turned upon this—whether the 





trade in London could be extended. He thought it could, and, although some difficul- 
ties had arisen, he was still of the same opinion. Mr. Lioyd also visited the property, | 
unaccompanied by any one, and the result of his visit was that he took 100 shares, | 
and subsequently doubled his interest. 

Mr. HELLING confirmed what the Chairman stated. He (Mr. Helling) certainly thought | 
that a large trade was likely to arise for their blue lias cement, seeing that, practically, | 
Mr. Lee’s lime had not succeeded. The company’s lime would set under water, which 
Mr. Lee’s would not, and, after persevering for six years, Mr. Lee had come to the de- 
termination to give it up, which would be so much the better for thiscompany. As tothe 
value of the property, he was quite sure it would fetch in the market 15,0007. ; and he 
believed it would be productive of satisfactory results when everything had been placed 
in proper working order. 

Mr. Forp said any practical man would tell them*that there was no lime in England 
equal to that produced by this company. 

The CuainMan said the committee had gone into the whole of the matters in a clear 
and distinct way,and, having stated the worst that could be said, the shareholders knew 
everything. It was true that in some cases the profit upon the lime was less than an- 
ticipated, and in many cases there had been no profit at all, but a loss; but negociations 
were pending with the Great Western Railway for a reduction of freight, which, if sa- 
tisfactotily completed, would considerably increase the company’s profits. 

Mr. Linpo (the company’s solicitor), referring to the petition presented to the Bank- 
ruptey Court, stated that the object of the petitioner was not to wind-ap the company ; he 
(Mr. Lindo) had reason to believe that the object was to induce the directors to take 
his shares off his hands. 

Mr. HELLING confirmed the remarks of Mr. Lindo, for the petitioner made a distinct offer 
to him (Mr. Helling) of his shares a week before the petition was filed, and letters to 
that effect had been put in evidence. 

Mr. Luypo said, with regard to the vendors, it was only right to say that from the 
time he beeame acquainted with those gentlemen—since the formation of this company 
—they had shown every desire to have the matter fully enquired into and investigated. 
The vendors were represented by professional gentlemen of the highest respectability 
(Messrs. Clutton and Ade). So long as he had been connected with the company as 
its solicitor, the conduct of the vendors had been fair and upright. 

The report of the committee was then received and adopted, and power was given to 
the directors to re-adjust the contract with Messrs. Ford, Beonett, and Fuller (the ven- 
dors) in accordance with the terms stated in the committee’s report, with the view of 
raising additional capital, the directors were authorised to issue rateably amongst the 
shareholders, or such of them as shall be willing to take the same, 300 shares on such 
terms as the directors may deem just and proper; and the shares not subscribed for by 
the shareholders shall be offered to the public on the same, or such other terms as the 
directors may determine. 

Upon the proposition of Mr. TaaG, seconded by Mr. Prircuarp, the thanks of the 
shareholders were given to the committee for the time and attention they had devoted 
to the interests of the company in bringing the several questions at issue with the ven- 
dors to a satisfactory termination. 

The best thanks of the meeting were given to the Chairman for his courteous and 
impartial conduct in the chair. 

The business of the ordinary general meeting was then proceeded with. 

The SECRETARY having read the notice convening the meeting, and the report of the 
directors (a copy of which had been sent to each shareholder) having been taken as read, 
the Chairman stated that the balance-sheet and accounts would not that day be pre- 
sented, inasmuch as the audit had not been completed, in consequence of there being a 
slight difference (3s. 4d.) in the balances. 

It was proposed by the Cuainman,and unanimously resolved—That the report of the 
directors be received and adopted. Mr. A. P. Clayton was re-elected a director, and 
Mr, T. J. Briggs was elected director in the room of Mr. Lloyd. Mr. F. Maynard was 
re-elected auditor, and Mr. P. Pritchard was elected an auditor in the room of Mr. Briggs. 

The sum of 3007. was allowed to the directors for their services during the past year, 
and 30 guineas was voted to the auditors for their services during the past year. 

Upon the proposition of Mr. MAYNARD, seconded by Mr. Taaa, the best thanks of the 
meeting were given to the Chairman for his conduct in the chair. 

‘The Chairman then deciared the meeting adjourned, to enable the auditors to complete 
the audit of the accounts for the past year, and to report thereon. 

At the Rolls Court, on Thursday, the petition referred to in the above discussion came 
on for hearing, when two of the directors were examined. The Master, after express- 
ing his opinion as to the bona fides of the company, dismissed the petition with costs, 
without calling on the company for an answer. 





YUDANAMUTANA COPPER MINING COMPANY OF 
SOUTH AUSTRALIA (LIMITED). 


The first ordinary general meeting of proprietors was held at the London 
Tavern, on Monday,—Mr. Grorcr Hompy in the chair. 

The Manaaine Drrecror having read the notice convening the meeting, 
the report of the directors and balance-sheet (an abstract of which appeared 
in last week’s Journal) were taken as read. 

The Cuareman said he had to congratulate the proprietors upon the 
generally favourable position and prospects of the undertaking. The report of the direc- 
tors acquainted the shareholders of the fact that the whole of the shares had been 
applied for and allotted, and that the mineral property was duly conveyed to the com- 
pany in Feb., 1862, In May Mr. Martin went out to take the superintendence of the 
mines, and arrived there in July, It was considered desirable for the satisfaction of 
shareholders in this country that they should not be dependent upon the reports of colo- 
nial mine captains, and, therefore, the directors took steps to make themselves acquainted 
with some practical authority upon whom they could implicitly rely, and whose reports 
would be perfectly independent. After enquiry the directors selected Capt. T. Anthony, 
who possessed the highest testimonials both as to his character as an experienced prac- 
tical Cornish miner, and a man of uprightness and integrity. The directors considered 
themselves very fortunate in having met with Capt. Anthony, Anxious that the pro- 
perty should be developed as rapidly as possible, they directed Capt. Anthony to leave 
on Jane 15 by the Great Britain, having previously received special directions that at 
the earliest opportunity he was to inspect the whole of the company’s property, and fur- 
nish the directors with his opinion thereon. The first report received was dated Blin- 
man Mine, October, 1862, It stated that the lode was from 4 to 10 ft. wide, and rich 
throughout—indeed, it was arich mass of copper ore, and now yielding sufficient quan- 
tity to pay the costs for working, and leave a good profit to the company. In his 
(Capt. Anthony’s) opinion there was every chance of it becoming a permanent mine. 
The strata on each side of the lode were so interlaced with rich veins.of ore that he be- 
lieved they would, with suitable machinery, pay for the taking away. Referring to the 
Yudanamutana Mines, he stated they were situated mostly in a large basin, formed bya 
number of hills. Traces of copper ore were seen cropping out by the sides of the hills, 
leading to well-defined lodes in the valley. On the flat side of the basin there was an 
extraordinary deposit of copper. In No. 1 shaft the lode was of a proper character and 
productive; in No. 2 shaft the lode at the 10 held good; and in the surface winze, be- 
tween the shafts, the lode was good; it was from this winze that the immense block of 
ore was taken. During the space of four months not less than 300 tons of copper ore 
were returned, 200 tons of which yielded 40 and the remainder 20 per cent. of copper ; 
and judging from present appearances, the lode never looked better than at the present 
time. Captain Anthony further stated that hs was highly pleased with the company’s 
property, the various sections far exceeding his anticipations; he could not speak too 
highly of them, but the future must speak for itself. At present the prospects were all 
that could be desired, and he believed that the mines only required a sufficient number 
of men to work them to make them the best mines in the world. He (the Chairman) 
did not think that he could give better information than by reading those reports, and 
he hoped they would be as satisfactory to the proprietors as they had been to the directors. 
As regarded the transit of the ore from the mine to the port of shipment, the directors 
had considered it advisable to adopt some more efficient system than that of drays. 
The company’s superintendent had written to tho directors, stating that he considered 
a traction-engine wonld be exceedingly serviceable. Consequently, the directors set 
about finding out a practical engineer, and selected Mr. J. Anthony (the brother of the 
chief mining captain), who wasa practical engineer of some eminence. He left England 
last month for Australia, to prepare everything for the reception of the engines and 
trains. After spending some little time in determining upon which description of en- 
gine was best for the company’s purposes, under good advice they selected that manu- 
factured by Messrs, Aveling and Porter, of Rochester, and a contract was entered into 
for the construction of three with trucks, which were to leave this country some time 
during the present month. It was proposed to charter a vessel for their conveyance, 
and to fill up the vessel with steam-coal, which was always valuable in the colony. 
Mr. Anthony had selected a few men to go out as engineers, 80 that the board considered 
that those trains would not only be efficiently but also advantageously worked, and for 
the benefit of the company. (Hear, hear.) He concluded by moving the adoption of 
the report and accounts. , 

Mr. Bicktey had much pleasure in seconding the proposition. 

Mr. FREEMAN had hoped the directors would have returned to the proprietors some 
portion of the large capital in hand ; after having heard the Chairman’s statement that 
large, but necessary, expenses were being incurred, he thought it would be better to 
leave the capital in the hands of the directors. 

The Soticrror, in answer to a question, stated that the sum of 521/., 3 per cent. upon 
the nominal capital, was the expense up to, and inclusive of, registration. As regarded 
the legal expenses, nine-tenths of it was paid to the Government for the conveyance 
of the property. 

The CuatrMan, in reply to Mr. Edwards, said that respecting the balance of 2/. per 
share remaining unpaid, that could be called up at any t the directors chose. 
As, however, it carried 5 per cent. interest, they considered there was no necessity for 
pressing any party; but it was now the intention of directors to require its payment. 

The Sotrcrror said the directors had power under the Articles to forfeit shares, and 
to proceed as well. 

The CuarrMay, in reply to another enquiry, said there were no directors in Australia. 
The item for expenses of management included the salaries of superintendent, pursers, 
&c. Considering the great distance of the property from this country, the directors felt 
it imperatively necessary to have some one upon whom they could implicitly rely, and 
to secure such a person they had to pay liberally. 

A SHAREHOLDER considered the reply satisfactory, for ill-paid services were at all 
times the dearest. 

The CHArRMAN said, when this company was formed it was thought to be much better 
that the whole of the capital should be paid-up than that skareholders shoaid be sub- 
jected to the unpleasantness of calls. “Calls” was an ugly word, and {t was much 
more ugly to receive call letters ; indeed, he had known many persons decline to take 
shares ina company simply from that fact, saying they would prefer paying the money 
for their shares, put them aside, and not have any call letters, and who refused to 
have anything to do with shares upon which calls could be made. As this company 
had been backed by a good capital, the directors had been enabled to commence opera- 
tions expeditiously and vigorously, and, therefore, with much greater economy than if 
their operations had been circumscribed or retarded by limited capital. But, although 
there was a large balance of assets over liabilities, yet the meeting must remember 
that the copper ore must be converted into money before they could accurately judge as 
to the actual financial position of thecompany. And a company like theirs had amuch 
better locus standi when backed by a large capital. (Hear, hear.) 

A SHAREHOLDER could not understand an item in the balance-sheet for rental, as he 
understood that the company’s property was freehold. 

The CuarrMan replied that it was held from the Colonial Government at 10s. per 
acre; therefore, the item referred to was the rental. 

Mr. ANNANT said he had no doubt it was the unanimous opinion of the proprietors 
that the directors should be amply supplied with funds; but he could not see that, by 
any possibility, the large amount of capital in hand could be required. He should be 
very sorry to limit the directors, for he had no doubt that what they would advise 
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holders were all rowing in the same boat, the former would as gladly accept a dividend 
as the latter, and he could assure them that, as soon as the directors could see their 
way clearly, it was their intention to pay a dividend. (Hear, hear.) 

Mr. PeTeR Watson represented a number of friends who held a large interest in this 
company, most, if not all, of whom, had taken their shares upon the faith they had 
in Mr. Humby, the company’s Chairman, feeling satisfied that he would not allow his 
name to be placed to any undertaking that was not likely to produce remunerative re 
sults. (Hear, hear.) As to the payment of a dividend upon the present occasion, which 
had been mooted by some hon. proprietors, he (Mr. Watson) should most certainly op- 
pose any such step being taken. And for this reason—proprietors were to recollect that 
& large portion of the assets were yet to be realised, such, for instance, as the ore in course 
of shipment, the ore on the floors, and in transit from the mines to the port. Inreality, 
there was 17,100/. of their assets unrealised, although it would be realised probably in 
a few months. And he would like to ask the solicitor whether it was in the power of 
the directors to declare a dividend out of the capital ? 

The Soxicrror explained that the directors had no power to pay a dividend except 





out of profits. 


Mr. PETER WATSON quite agreed with their Chai: man, that it was of great importance 
that a company like this should stand well in the colony financially, for it would in 
many ways benefit the proprietary. He would ask the Chairman whether it was the 
intention of the directors to convene half-year}y meetings ?—The CuarrMan said, as far 
as he was concerned, he had not the slightest objection to half-yearly meetings being held, 
particularly when the directors had a dividend to declare. Of course, he would not 
pledge himself to the half-yearly meeting being held, as it would have to be regulated 
by the arrival of the advices. 

Mr. Perer Watson enquired the total estimated cost of the traction-engines ane 
trucks ?—The CHAIRMAN replied that the total cost of the engines, trucks, &c., woul 
be 3059/. { but in addition to that there would be an expenditure of about 500/. or 600/, 
for extra machinery, 

Mr. Perer Watson suggested that the agents at the mines should be requested to 
state the costs and the quantity of ore raised per month as against. the preceding month, 
and also give the average percentage of the ores, so that shareholders might determine 
for t es what prog and profit were being made. 

The Manacine Drrecror stated that all the suggestions had been adopted in the way 
of instructions and directions to be carried out by the agents at the mine. So that the 
entire costs of an unbroken month would be placed against the returns made during the 
same period, The detailed reports will always arrive with the heavy portions of the 
mail, six days after the Marseilles portion had been delivered, and would always be 
open for the inspection of shareholders, by which they would be able to judge for them- 
selves whether the 'Y published in the different newspapers was a fair one. 

The CHatRMAN, in answer to a question, stated that the directors could not yet arrive 
precisely at the total cost per ton of returning the ore, but from the accounts received a 
satisfactory profit was realised; at present, however, that was only in figures. 

Mr. WATSon suggested that the agent should state the value of the ore per fathom. 

The CHAIRMAN said that in one or two reports the lodes were valued at 400/. and 
300/. per fm.—The reports and accounts were then unanimousiy recelved and adopted. 

Upon the proposition of Mr. Epwarbs, seconded by Mr. Watson, the retiring au- 
ditors were re-elected, and their remuneration voted. 

Votes of thanks to the executive were passed, when the proceedings terminated. 

The following reports were read by the Chairman :— 

Blinman, Oct. 13.—I have inspected this mine, and beg to hand you the following 
report of it:—The lode, which runs north and south, is composed of green carbonate, red, 
grey, and black oxide, and a small proportion of yellow ores, the whole of which are the 
richest of their kind, The workings extend about 80 fms. in length, and in one place 
20 fms. in depth ; it (the lode) is from 4 to 10 ft. wide, and rich throughout; indeed, it 
is a mass of rich copper ores, and is now yielding a sufficient quantity to pay the cost of 
working, and leave a good profit to the company, and, in my opinion, there is every 
chance of its being a permanent mine. In additionto what (for the sake of distinction ) 
I call the lode the surrounding strata, for several feet on each side of the lode, arc so 
interlaced with rich veins of ore that they will, with the assistance of suitable dressing 
machinery, pay well to take away. I would recommend the immediate erection of a 
crusher to reduce the hard ores, and a smelting-furnace to reduce the soft ores, of which 
there are hundreds of tons now at surfac¢, varying from 5 to 15 per cent. of copper. I 
need add nothing to the above, as the large monthly returns of rich ores will give you 
more substantial evidence of the value of the property.x—THomas ANTHONY. 

P.S.—Oct, 15: It is with much pleasure I inform you, at the latest opportunity, 
being about to leave this mine for the Yudanamutana Mines, that this mine looks still 
better than it did on Monday, Oct. 13. I do not here refer to the regular lode, that is 
just as it was then—rich enough; but the men are blasting in the eastern side of No. 2 
shaft, for more convenient working, and they find that the lode extends in that direc- 
tion also, and is very rich.

Yudanamutana Mine, Oct. 27.—I beg to hand you my report of these mines, having 
inspected them during the last week. These mines are situated mostly in a large basin, 
formed by a number of hills which surround it, presenting a rather peculiar, but not 
uninteresting, appearance, especially to the miner, as he can trace copper ores cropping 
out of the ground on almost every ridge of rocks he passes, over the tops and down the 
sides of the hills ; and these surfyce indications are again traceable to good and well de- 
fined lodes into the valleys below; indeed, you can but be impressed with the idea that 
the flat forming the bed of the basin is the seat of an extraordinary deposit of copper. The 
stratum is, generally speaking, mica-schist, and is of a mineral bearing character. In 
order to give you a clear idea of the character and position of these mines, I will notice 
each section separately :—Section 1354 (Yudanamutana Proper) : This is the section in 
which the large masses of copper were found cropping out on the top of the low hill on 
the western side of the basin before referred to, and is more extensively worked than 
any of the others. Here there is a north and south lode, and also a caunter lode. The 
north and south lode is as regular and properly defined a lode as I ever saw in England, 
and underlies about 18 in. in a fathom east; on this lede the following works have 
been carried out :—No.1 shaft is 9 fms. deep ; at and near the surface the lode contained 
boulders of copper ore, mere surface stones, but at 4 fms. deep it assumed the character 
of a proper lode, and is producing about 4 tons of first-class ore perfm.,of 40 per cent. I 
would here remark that this shaft is the most important point in this section, being in 
the valley, and is gone down below the base of the hill, proving that the lode holds good 
in depth, and beyond the influence of the hills by which it is surrounded, and in which 
the copper was first found, and to which it was first thought the copper was confined ; 
this shaft adds immensely to the vaiue of the property. No. 2 shaft is on the top of 
the small hill before mentioned, and is 70 fms. north of No.1 shaft ; it is 10 fms. deep ; 
here also the lode holds good. From the shaft the 10 is driven 6 fms. north and 6 fms. 
south, and here also the lode keeps a regular course and underlie, and contains some pro- 
fitable ore ground. There is also a surface winze sunk between Nos. 1 and 2 shafts, 
3 fms. below the surface, here too the lode is very good ; it was from the mouth of the 
winze the monster block was taken. From the mouth of this winze a level is driven 
north ; here the lode is regu!ar, and contains good bunches of ore that will pay well to 
take away. Besides the above the lode is worked in various parts of the hill by open 
cuttings, and everywhere it isa good lode. During the space of four months not less 
than 300 tons of copper has been raised on this lode, 200 tons of which is first-class, about 
40 per cent, and 100 tons of 20 percent., and, judging from present appearances, I believe 
it could never have looked better than it dces at the present time. The caunter 
stands to the east of the Standard lode, and intersects it on the south part of the sec- 
tion at a very sharp angle; from this intersection we may hope for good results. 
This lode ig worked at surface for 4 fms. in length, and from 2 to 4 ft. deep, and is an 
excellent lode. Section 1358 adjoins 135a on the north; there are several ludes visible 
at surface on this section, ana these lodes are traceable as far as the ridges of rocks crop 
out towards 15a, and I have no doubt we shall find them there. Only one of these 
lodes has been worked, and that to a very limited extent, but it is a well defined and 
rich lode ; 30 tons of ore, of 40 per cent., has been raised on this lode. 

Section 285.— Here the surface indications are quite equal to those in 135s, and de- 
mand immediate attention. The copper ridges of this section pass into Section 1396 in 
the north and 1397 in the south—making three very important sections. Section 1398 
stands on the eastern side of the three last-mentioned sections. The surface indications 
in this section are excellent, and would have been worked before this time had wea 
sufficient number of huts to accommodate miners; but as many have been erected as 
could be in the time, and more are now being erected. Sections 1393, 1394, and 1395 
are on the western side of sections 135a and 1358. They all contain copper at surface ; 
but no trial has been made of them, for the reason above given, Section 1407 is in a 
line with the Standard lode, running through section 135a, and the surface indications 
are traceable into it. No work is yet done here. I have now seen the whole of the 
company’s property in the colony, and I can assure you it gives me a great deal of plea- 
sure to inform you that I am highly pleased with it. The various sections have far ex- 
ceeded my expectations, and I cannot speak too highly of them. The future must speak 
for itself, but at present the prospects of the mines are the best that can be. I have 
carefully examined the places from which the ores have been raised and the ores now 
in sight, and I believe the mines were never in a better state than at the present tint® 
and are likely to be for many years tocome. We only require the men to work t' 24, ~ 
and I have no doubt we shall have some of the best mines in the world. I believe the 
“Far North” isa splendid copper bearing country, and, with a tramway from Port 
Augusta, could be profitably worked, as your own mines are being, even with the present 
high rate of cartage.—THomMas ANTHONY,

The Manacer having read the notice convening the meeting, the report 
of the committee, and the reply of the directors thereto (having been in 
the hands of the shareholders some days), were taken as read. 

The Cratrman said he did hope that the proceedings of this adjourned 
meeting would be so conducted as to enable them to separate with feelings of mutual 
respect, and with a determination to promote the best interests of the undertaking. (Hear, 
hear.) After having carefully perused the report of the committee, he was really sur- 
prised to find how trifling were the points upon which the directors and the committee 
differed, and upon how many important points they agreed. Where they differed was 
upon personal matters, which, perhaps, it would have been quite as well had they not 
been imported into the question at ali, for he was at a loss to conceive how it could tend 
to promote the future success of the undertaking. But the directors and the committee, 
he was happy to say, agreed upon points of vital importance—as to the accuracy of the 
accounts, and as to the intrinsic vaiue of the property possessed by the company ; for the 
committee themselves say “ that the accounts are accurate,” and “ that there is no doubt 
whatever that the mineral properties possessed by this company are of great value, and 
must ultimately be remanerative.” (Hear,hear.) That was astatement which showed 
that the present directors were fully justified in giving the opinion they had done at the 
formation of the company. He might remind the proprietors that this company was 
not got up in a corner, for long before the directors took it in hand the mines were a 
matter of notoriety. Messrs. Chambers and Finke were gentlemen well known in the 
colony: Mr. Chambers was a representative man, but he was now no more. He rai 
himself by small beginnings to become one of the largest flockmasters in the colony of 
South Australia; and Messrs. Chambers and Finke were not only known in thecolony, 
but they were also known in this country. They received the thanks of Sir Roderick 
Murchison, at the Geographical Society, for having at their own expense fitted out the 
celebrated expedition of Mr. Macdonell Stuart, who explored the continent of Australia 
from Adelaide to the Gulf of Carpentaria. As these mines were situated near the great 
pastoral district, and as Mr. Finke was exploring for mineral on his own account, he was 
well able to select the best : ections, which had since been conveyed to this company. When 














would be for the best of the company; bat, at the same time, it did not appear to him 
that there was any reason to suppose that 43,0007. would be required now that the | 
mines were making returns. He certainly thought something like 10s. per share might | 
be returned, which would leave in hand about 10,0002. 

The CuarrMan could not bat consider it was rather premature at this early stage of 
the company’s operations to talk about a return of capital, As directors and share- 


they began to take out mineral leases in the colony, the matter was freely discussed in the 
press and in the Colonial Legislature, and canvassed inall quarters. And before Mr. Finke 
and Capt. Hart (the colonial treasarer) came to this country for the purpose of raising 
the capital n to work these mines, Capt. Hart was entertained at Adelaide at a 
pablic breakfast, which was attended by all the leading men in the colony, given to him 
expressly because he was going to work these mines. Having all this unimpeachable 
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evidence before them, the directors were willing to start a company, believing it would 
prove another Burra Barra. In their communication with Mr, Finke, he spoke princi- 
pally of the mines comprising the eleven sections meationed in the prospectus as vaiu- 
able and easily worked. He laid parttealar stress upon Nos. 9 and 11, telling the direc- 
tors plainly that if he were appointed superintendent, he was prepared to send to this 
country 2000 or 3000 tons of red oxide at the beginning of the year. The committee had 
told the meeting what ought to have been the policy of the directors, but he would tell 
them not what it ought to have been, but what it bad been. He held in his hand a letter 
which he had add d to the shareholders, which stated— 

“ Our policy for the development of the mines, based as it was upon the information 
supplied by Finke himself, was simple and straightforward. It was to make the mines 
productive and remunerative as speedily as possible, by opening up, in the first place, 
those two Mooroo sections of which he had spoken so confidently, and afterwards 
such of the other mines as he thought most likely to pay for working. This policy 
was clearly explained by us, both to Finke himself and to the committee at Adelaide ; 
and if he and the committee had taken an intelligent view of their duty to the com- 
pany, the colony, and themselves, and had co-operated cordially and energetically (as 
we urged them to do) in carrying out our distinct instructions, the means placed at 
their disposal would have been employed to the best advantage, and Finke would 
either have been able to verify his sanguine expectatations as to the Eastern Mines, 
or at least he would soon have ascertained, before much of our money had been ex- 
pended, in what direction the company’s limited resources could be most advantage- 
ously applied. It is obvious we could only select the men we judged likely to repre- 
sent the company faithfully, and give them such general instructions as we deemed 

vise and prudent under the circumstances; and in Finke and Chambers we believed 
we had found representatives whose interests were strongly allied to those of the com- 
-ny. Afterwards, when the red oxide so liberally promised by Finke, and so anxi- 
ously expected by us, was not forthcoming at the Eastern Mines, the policy to which 
we have steady adhered for a long time past has been to concentrate our efforts 
mainly at the Nuccaleena, expending no more at the other sections than was absolutely 
necessary to comply with the Government regulations.” 

He might here remind the meeting that Messrs. Chambers and Finke received the amount 
of the purchase-money in paid-up shares; therefore, they had their interest in the suc- 
cess of the company. (Hear, hear.) Until July last the Nuccaleena Mine was not even 
heard of—it was thrown in as an addition to the bargain. Nobody then knew its value, 
but it was now the mine upon which they placed their faith. (Hear.) Who, he (the 
Chairman) would ask, were the directors of this company—were they men of whom any 
body of proprietors need be ashamed? He would say nothing of himself, although he 
had been a merchant he the City of London for a quarter of a century, and he was not 
aware that he had even been guilty of an act that reflected upon the honoured name he 
bore. (Hear, hear.) Mr. Cope was a well-known and respectable member of the Stock 
Exchange, and a gentleman of considerable ability; Mr. Turnley was a gentleman of 
position, and a magistrate of the county of Middlesex ; and Mr. Wilson was a member 
ofan honoured family, and in every respect deserved the fld of the sharehold 

If they wanted directors who did not cling to office just for the mere sake of the 
emolument they received, they must not be subjected to a system of badgering and in- 
sult such as that which took place a short time since. If such a course were to be the 
order of the day, it required no Zadkiel to prophecy what would be the result—that no 
person of average respectability would consent to become a Chairman or director of a 
mining company, but such position would be occupied by persons of quite a different cha- 
racter. He would tell the proprietors boldly that the directors had met with scant cour- 
tesy and scant justice, but he would throw himself with confidence upon the honourable 
feeling and fair play of the meeting. (Hear, hear.) He would ask them whether they 
were prepared to sacrifice their property by playing “ducks and drakes” with it? He 
had seen something of public companies, but he had never found an assembly of his 
countrymen—though they might be warped for a time by prejudice—not willing to ac- 
cord justice and hear reason. (Ilear, hear.) With those remarks, he would move that 
the report of the directors, and balance-sheet, should be received and adopted. 

Mr. Apamson said he had travelled some 500 miles to attend this meeting. He held 
a very large number of shares; and he had felt it is duty to oppose the present boarc of 
directors, until he had made the most strict enquiries in every quarter, when he con- 
fessed that his views entirely changed. The result of his minute enquiries had led him 
to the conclusion that the interests of the company could not be safer than in the hands 
of the present board. He occupied a perfectly independent position, and had not been in 
communication with anyone. He thought errors had been committed in the past manage- 
ment of this company, but there was no question they had been errors of judyment, and 
committed under circumstances over which the directors had little, if any, control. It 
was an easy matter for a gommittee of investigation to make charges, but he (Mr. 
Adamson) believed that the directors were prepared to throw their best energies into 
the future conduct of this company. Therefore, he had resolved, after full consideration, 
to give them all the support he could, and he represented about 12,000 shares. He did 
not know how the report of the committee of investigation was received in London, but 
the sharcholders in Scotland thought that, after a lapse of seven months, the committee 
should have been at feast enabled to state something that shareholders did not know 
before. (Ilear, hear.) Itreaily told them nothing, and the general impression in Scot- 
land was, that it was conceived in a spirit which savoured very much like disappoint- 
ment to those who framed it that they could not make it worse. (Hear, hear.) Per- 
haps some members of the committee would explain the reason that so long a time was 
required for the preparation of this precious document, for he believed it was stated at 
the last meeting that it had been delayed at the request of the Scotch shareholders, and 
that Mr. White held proxies for nine-tenths of their shares. Without staying to en- 
quire how far that statement was from being correct, he (Mr. Adamson) was in a posi- 
tion to inform the present meeting that the Scotch shareholders were indignant, justly 
indignant, that the report was so long withheld from them. The general feeling in 
Scotland was, that there was room for great reduction in the expenditure, and, if he 
were in order, he would suggest that the directors should turn their attention to re- 
trenchment; and, in the first place, the executive, both in this country and in thecolony, 
ought to submit toa reduction of their fees, He knew they could not get qualified 
men to work for nothing, but the executives might submit to some reduction in their 
remuneration. If those concessions were made, he confidently believed the company 
would go on well, and, at the same time, the board would have the confidence of the 
Scotch sharehoiders. ° 

The CHatRMAN said that the concessions referred to by the hon. proprietor had already 
received the consideration of the board, and he did not think there would be any diffi- 
cuity upon that point. (Hear, hear.) 

Mr. ADAMSON said, under those circumstances, he had great pleasure in seconding the 
proposition for the reception and adoption of the report of the directors and balance-sheet. 

Mr. TRENow wished to ask the Chairman whether the report of the committee was 
signed or dated ?--The CuatnMan said that when the report was sent to the offices of 
the company it was neither dated nor signed; but the committee subsequently applied 
for permission to affix their signatures. 

Mr. Wurre explained that he was the only member of the committee who resided in 
London, and having prepared a copy of the report, an! anxious that it should be in 
the possession of the directors, he forwarded it in the absence of Mr. Norris. Upon 
the arrival in town of Mr. Norris they personally attended at the offices of the com- 
pany, and asked permission to sign it. In answer to the remarks of Mr. Adamson, 
with regard to what he (Mr. White) had stated at the last meeting relative to the 
opinion of the Scotch shareholders, he read two letters, one signed by Mr. Oswald and 
the other by Mr. J, Roberts. One letter was to the effect that the writer found that 
the general opinion was that the report of the committee of investigation should besub- 
mitted at the meeting to be held in January, when some Scotch shareholders would 
make it convenient to be present; and the other was to the effect that it would save 
much trouble and expense if both meetings were held in January. 

Mr. ADAMSON appealed to the common sense of the meeting whether {t was fair for 
any man to state that because he had received two letters from proprietors, both of 
whom only held 150 shares, that he represented the feeling of the Scotch shareholders, 
when he (Mr, Adamson) represented 12,000 of those shares ? (Hear, hear.) 

Mr. FENN fully endorsed the remarks of Mr. Adamson, that considerable surprise and 
indignatiou had been evinced at the delay in the publication of the committee’s report, 
for he (Mr, Fenn) had heard the same complaint from all parts. It was the more espe- 
clally surprising when the committee engaged to deliver it in six weeks, whercas it was 
seven months before it was brought forward. He certainly thought that Mr. White 
was in no way justified tn having stated at the last meeting that he represented the 
feeling of the Scotch shareholders, when he was perfectly aware that he represented but 
150 shares out of 15,000. (Hear, hear.) 

Mr. Waite asked if he should have been justified in withholding those letters? 

Mr. Fenn reminded Mr. White that he could have communicated with the large body 
of Scotch shareholders, and obtained their opinion, if he had thought that opinion 
would be desirable, 

Mr. Wutre stated that Mr. Stevens and himself called at the offices of the company, 
on Nov. 20, when the manager informed them that the board declined to receive any- 

iing except it was in writing. 

A letter was read, signed by Mr. White, enquiring whether a special meeting should 
R convened for the sole purpose of submitting the report of the committee, upon which, 

‘ne MANAGER read the resolution passed by the board upon the same day as the above 
letter was received. The resolution stated that the board did not approve of any fur- 
ther delay. But he (the manager) reminded the meeting that the above letter was 
written, and the resolution passed, after the committee’s report was finished. 

Mr. Waite having referred to the several points raised in the committee’s report, as 
well as to the reply of the directors, 

The ManaGer, in explanation, said that Mr. Bonny distinctly denied the accusation 
which had been made upon the secretary of the local committee of having received a 
percentage on the goods supplied ; and referring to the point raised by Mr. White with 
regard to the directors’ fees not having been incladed in the balance-sheet, he (the ma- 
bee said that it was perfectly fatile for Mr. White to attempt to mislead the share- 
tim ye bey. he knew perfectly well that the item in question was not duc until some 
pond 4 the accounts were made up. And, moreover, the committee admitted the in- 

xo y of the accounts, after Mr. White, who was an accountant, had investigated them. 
ML: WHITE: Not investigated, inspected the accounts. (Oh! Oh!) 
that the direcrow, L80% quoted extracts from the reports of Capt. Pascoe, which showed 
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out to supersede the local committee, which was carried out. But, then, the mischief 
was done in that five or six months interval, and the directors were powerless to pre- 
vent it—the bills were drawn, and it would have been in vain for the directors to have 
said that they would not pay them, because the committee had exceeded their powers 
of drawing. It was very desirable, befi hareholders came to a conciusion in this 
matter that they should be fully acquainted with all the facts. They had a great deal 
to complain of in Capt. Pascoe’s reports, which always conveyed an impression that the 
mines were going on thoroughly well, whereas it had been proved that some months 
previously the valuable lode and the quantity of ore raising had disappeared—that, of 
course, was known to Capt. Pascoe, but it was led from the di Captain 
Pascoe had been one of the principal means, by his reports, of misleadi hold 
Had he not been so sanguine, in which he certainly was not justified, seeing that they 
had not been borne out by resulta, the mischief would never have arisen. 

A lengthened discussion arose, in which Mr. Stevens and Norris took part. Mr. Pot- 
ter having exhausted the forbearance of the meeting by adverting to almost every ques- 
tion but that under discussion, Mr. Rood, upon attempting to address the meeting, was 
received with cries of “ Time, time,” amid which he resumed his seat. 

An amendment was then proposed by Mr. SaNnGsTER, and seconded by Mr. STEVENs, 
that the meeting should be adjoarned for one mouth. 

The amendment upon being put, was declared carried by a show of hands. 

Mr. ADAMSON demanded a poll upon the question, upon the ground that no proper rea- 
son had been assigned for an adjournment. 

The SoxiciTor stated that Mr. Adamson had a legal right todemand a poll if he choose. 

The CnarmMan said that as Mr. Adamson had demanded a poll, he (the Chairman) was 
bound to accept the demand, and stated that the poll would be taken at the company's 
offices at 12 o’clock on Monday.—The meeting then adjourned.

The 45 yard level was driven on the 
incline, and has passed over a good course of ore 40 to 50 fathoms long; this ground 
remains in reserve, and to work it to the best advantage I would recommend a driving 
to be made westward from a low point (say 4 or 5 fathoms east of where the intersec- 
tion with the 15 took place), which would thoroughly explore the ground to a greater 
depth, as well as open it for stoping, draining, ventilation, &e. Should this prove as 
good as in the 45, other levels could be brought in at any depth from the eastern shaft, 
and a most valuable mine will be laid open. The main lode at and about the intersec- 
tion above referred to is standing to the south, and an early opportunity should be taken 
to again cut into it. Upon completion of the eastern shaft to the 25 fm. level, a cross- 
cut might with advantage be extended towards this lode. The driving on the cross 
vein, north-west from the eastern shaft, is not at present productive, and as the driving 
is getting shallow, I think it should be discontinued for the present. There are three 
stopes working in the back of the 15, the produce of which I estimate at from 6 to 8 tons 
of ore per fathom. The eastern shaft, sinking below the 15, is in a kindly lode, though 
not productive in the present bottom. Until the ore ground of the main lode is pro- 
perly laid open, I cannot see from present appearances that more than 10 tons of lead 
per month can be returned; any improvement, however, at any of the points referred 
to would, of course, cause an increase. I have confidence in the mine ultimately be- 
coming very valuable, the more especially when the workings can be commanded by 
the eastern shaft.

No impartial person could fail to see the animus of the speakers in support 
of the conduct of the committee of investigation, and as there was no real ground of 
complaint to make against the directors, personalities were largely indulged in, which 
is invariably the recourse of those who have a weak case on their side. The directors, 
no doubt, were as much deceived and disappointed as the shareholders by those in whom 
they had placed reliance in the colony, and this wascleerly explained by the Chairman ; 
but how this can be tortured into a source of accusation against the London executive is 
difficult to imagine. Mr. Adamson, of Aberdeen, expressing,as he said, the feelings and 
holding the proxies of nine-tenths of the Scotch shareholders, seconded the adoption of 
the report of the directors, in testimony of his and their confidence in the integrity of 
the executive, and approval of the conduct pursued. The ballot on Monday will show, 
I feel assured, how small a portion of the shareholders is rep d by those who take 
this active part in opposition, and will be a fajr test of the question at issue—namely, 
confidence or no confidence in the directors of the pany.”

ALFRED CONSOLS.—J. Thomas, T. Bawden, March 4: In the 160 fm. level, driving 
east of Davey's engine-shaft, the lode is still large, producing stones of ore, and letting 
out mach water.

TREATMENT OF Poor Corprer Ore.—An important invention for the 
treatment of poor coper ore has been introduced by Mr. James Dickson, 
of Tollington Park. To avoid the serious expense of iron in the preci- 
sang of copper by the usual means, he proposes to effect the operation 

y a kind of galvano-plastic process, which throws down the copper as a 
precipitate, instead of coating a metullic article, as is done in electro-me- 
tallurgic deposition. Ths sulphate of copper solution, which is obtained 
by any suitable or ordinary means, is placed in a reservoir, and forms 
what would usually be called the bath and the porous cell, with a plate of 
lead, zinc, or other suitable metal being placed therein; electric action 
takes place, and the metallic copper is precipitated. A patent has been 
granted for this invention, but as it is upon a second provisional specifi- 
cation, of similar tenor (filed a few days before the expiration of the first), 
@ question might arise as to its validity, though the novelty and utility 
of the invention might be admitted. 


Extractine Si.ver FRoM OreEs.—Some improvements in extracting 
silver from its ores have been provisionally specified by Messrs. Vattier 
and Becourt, of Paris. The argentiferous ores are first reduced to a 
chloride, or other salt, soluble in ammonia, either by heat or otherwise. 
The ordinary method of treatment cold is by exposure to the action of 
chloride of sodium, or other suitable metallic salt, and when beat is used 
the ores are roasted with chloride of sodium, or other salt capable of con- 
verting the silver into a salt of silver, soluble in ammonia. Similar means 
are employed according to the present invention. The soluble chlorides 
thus obtained are pulverised and placed in receivers, with ammonia, and 
agitated. When the argentiferous products have been a sufficiont time in 
contact with the ammonia the matters in suspension are allowed to remain 
in the ammoniacal liquid until they are completely deposited. The am- 
moniacal solution of argentiferous compounds is decanted off, and precipi- 
tated with iron, zinc, or other suitable metal, the precipitation being 
hastened by stirring. When the precipitation is complete the ammoniacal 
liquor is drawn off, and used for a fresh charge of ore. The chief feature 
of the invention thus consists in the substitution of ammonia, or other 
bodies suitable as solvents of the argentiferous compounds, instead of the 
mercury usually employed. 


Tue Inventors’ Instrtrute.—On Monday an ordinary meeting of mem- 
bers was held at the Polytechnic, Regent-street. The chair was taken by 
Admiral Sir Edward Belcher, C.B., one of the vice-presidents, when an 
able and comprehensive paper, reviewing the Rise and Progress of Sub- 
marine Telegraphy, especially as regards the various inventions used for 
the submergence of telegraphic cables, was read by Capt. J. H. Selwyn, 
R.N., who prefaced his remarks by expressing the pleasure he felt in bringing his paper 
before an assembly like that he saw around bim, comprising, as it did, many having the 
highest reputation as inventors and men of science, He then adverted in complimen- 
tary terms to the great assistance afforded to the cause of science, and the just claims of 
inventors by the gallant Chairman, Sir Edward Belcher, who, though not a patentee, 
was the inventor of important and well known inventions. Capt. Selwyn also adverted 
to the difficulties, chiefly nautical, which beset the laying of telegraph cables generally, 
and quoted, on the authority of the President of the British Association, 1861-2, that 
three-fourths of all cables laid, or attempted to be laid, or 9000 out of 12,000 miles, are 
failures, involving an aggregate loss to the country of not jess than 1,500,000/. sterling, 
@ result by no means surprising when it is borne in mind that to this very day not a 
seaman sits on the consulting committee of the company for laying an Atlantic cable. 
Different inventions relating to the subject were critically passed in review, and their 
deficiences pointed out, Capt Selwyn concluding his paper by suggesting means to re- 
medy the defects to which he had called attention. A discussion having ensued, in 
which Dr. Collyer, Mr. Hume Williams, and Mr. C. Varley took part, it was proposed 
and unanimously agreed to that the subject should be again brought forward at the next 
meeting of the Institute, on March 16, in order to give other inventors who were desir- 
ous of expressing their views on the points raised by Captain Selwyn an opportunity of 
speaking. It was announced that the next subject for consideration is to bean invention 
for obtaining wrated fresh water from salt water, and will be introduced by Dr. Normandy,

VENTILATION OF COLLIERIES.—As an invention has recently been introduced for venti- 
lating collieries by means of a kind of centrifugal pump, I should be glad to learn 
whether the plan has been adopted in any colliery, and, if so, with what success. I 
have noticed the working of centrifugal pumps and turbines with much interest, but 
had certainly never thought of applying either as a means of ventilating collieries, as 
Messrs. Ridley and Jones have done. Now, with regard to the centrifugal pump, I 
do not see why it should not be applicable to colliery ventilation, but I sould prefer 
to apply it to the downcast shaft rather than the upcast shaft, and I believe it is here 
that all fans and apparatus not dependent upon the action of heat should be applied. 
With a centrifugal pump especially the quantity of air passed through the mine would 
materially differ according as it was placed at the upeast or the downcast shaft, for in 
the one case the pump would be sure to be kept well supplied with air, whilst in the 
other it would have to depend upon that obtained froma partial vaxuum. This leads 
me to another consideration, which, I think, has never received proper attention. It 
is well known that a pump will only raise water from a depth something above 32 ft., 
and I should like to know at what distance action ceases where air is to be pumped 
instead of water? I think if this question were studied the theory of ventilation could 
be better understood, and the practice improved.—-CoLLtErR.

It would scarcely be possible to mention anyone more intimately ac- 
uainted with the Mines of the North of England than Mr. ‘Tuomas 
OPWITH, and hence it would be superfluous to state that the paper read 
by him before the Geologists’ Association, on Monday, was highly inte- 
resting, and full of practical information. The importance of the mineral 
productions of the North of England is such that a general description of 
the circumstances under which the deposits have been produced, and the 
geological circumstances, could not fail to be interesting. It cannot be too 
constantly borne in mind that our mineral wealth is of the greatest import- 
ance to us. If we suppose, for example, that the coal, which is one of our 
principal productions, were to be removed, we should see a result second 
only to that which would arise from the current of the gulf stream to be so 
changed that instead of rendering our climate comparatively temperate, as 
at present, it should become 20° colder. We should then have a climate 
which even our coal would not be sufficient to render as inhabitable as at 
present. In speaking of coal it is important to keep in view its conserva- 
tion, It has been calculated that the quantity is so large that we need not 
trouble ourselves about it, but he is not of that opinion. It is not so much 
upon the quantity of coal that exists as upon the economy with which it 
is worked that the time which it will last depends. There are many mines 
in which there exists large quantities of coal; but from various causes & 
large proportion of it will not be obtained. The thickest seams are first 
worked, whilst the smaller are left, and will, probably, never be worked at 
all, Very often one seam is so material! by the working of other 
seams that it becomes absolutely vied. quite unworkable; and, 
again, inundations occur which bring about a state of things which cannot 
be remedied by individual means, and unless a combination of interests can 
be secured the coal is lost. 





Having spoken of the product of coal in the North of England, Mr. Sor- 
witH remarked that there has lately been made important discqveries of 
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ironstone in the same district, and that there are also mines of lead of con- 
siderable value; it was to the mines of this latter class that he would es- 

i i i By reference to the nap of Great Britain it 
will be seen that Northumberland occupies about the centre and the narrow 
part of the island. Within this district, and running about north and 


connection with this chain that most of his remarks would be made. 
This Pennine chain is spoken of in one of the oldest books on geology, for 
we must consider that it is only in the present century that wy Be og 
ideas of geological science have been formed. In one of these books, by 
the Rev. W. Conyseare and Prof. Purixirs, the allusion to them is par- 
ticularly interesting, the work being a thoroughly readable and popular 
book, yet containing much sound science; indeed, whenever he was asked 
by geological student what work he should consult he has always said, 
read CoNYBEARE and Paitxips as your first book, and read it as your last. 

After referring to the picturesque and interesting features of the surface, 
Mr. Sopwirs observed that what was now generally understood to be the 
carboniferous formation was that which they had to consider. Supposing 
the interstratified rocks generally to be represented by a scale 7 ft. in height, 
divided into seven parts, the space between the fourth and fifth divisions 
from the bottom would represent the relative position of the carboniferous 
formation; the lower 6 in. representing the lead measures, and the upper 
the coal. As regards the particular beds found in these two formations, 
the upper portion is marked by a great number of seams of coal from 3 to 
4 or 5 ft. in thickness, with many smaller seams; this extends over a large 
area of the eastern portion of the district. The measures gradually rise up 
from the sea until we come to the district of Crossfell, Beneath this the 
batches of the principal rocks in the eastern part of the North of England 
—shale, indurated schist, and sandstone—are seen. After the coal crops 
out we find the beds of sandstone, then some 20 beds of limestone crop out, 
and are visible on the western side of Crossfell, which is 2901 ft. above the 
level of the sea; it is a great dislocation; the strata on this side of the 
mountain having dropped to the extent of 4000 or 5000 ft., or, which would 
produce the same result, the other side has been uplifted. At present we 
should have to sink 4000 or 5000 ft. in the valley to reach the strata which 
occur at the top of the mountain. 

Mr. Sorwirn then exhibited a beautiful series of models and diagrams 
to show the manner in which the deposits occurred, and the means by which 
their dip or inclination might be ascertained by the inspection of the sur- 
face outcrop. When the strata dip less than the valley in which the in- 
spection is made, the outcrop will form a A poipvting up the valley; but 
when they are more steep, the V will point down the valley ; this arises 
because the order of stratification is always reversed. The greater por- 
tion of the lead raised in the Northumberland district comes from the Great 
Limestone formation, which in three years yielded 14,397 tons of lead, 
whilst no other yielded more than 500 tons. Mr. Sopwiru concluded his 
paper, which, being very elaborate, is but briefly abstracted in the fore- 
going, by giving an anecdote connected with the deposit of lime in a wooden 
pipe in the Walker Colliery, a portion of which deposit is now preserved 
in the Ashmolean Museum, at Oxford. The deposit of lime being per- 
fectly regular, the soiled and clean portions accurately show the time 
when the men were working and when idle; so true was the deposit, that 
it exactly agrees with the pay-ledger for the time to which the stone re- 
lates; and, in the case of the Oxford specimen, forms a record of the fact 
that during the weeks in question the men worked double shifts three 
days, and were absent on one Tuesday to attend a popular local cock -fight, 
and on the Thursday week following to witness the Newmarket races. 

At the conclusion of Mr. Sopwirn’s paper, Mr. CHARLESWORTH made 
a series of interesting remarks upon Paramoudras, denying the accuracy 
of the theories both of Bowersank and of Enrennere, and declaring 
them to be irreconcilable with each other, which justified him in believ- 
ing that if two equally competent authorities disagreed he was not bound 
to accept the theory of either—he believes them to be inorganic matter. 
Prof. Tennant supported BowERBANK, who regards them, as well as all 
other flints, to be sponges, and maintained that BowrErBANxK’s theory 
could be reconciled with that of Enrensera, who calls them all infu- 
soria ; we must admit, however, that his reasoning did not appear to us 
so strictly logical as it might have been. The usual complimentary votes 
having been passed, the proceedings terminated. 








The Relation between the Safe Load and the Ultimate Strength of Iron 
was the subject considered in the very interesting paper read by Mr. Zeran 
Cotsurn, before the Society of Engineers, on Monday evening. A great 
number of experiments have been made to ascertain the ultimate resistance 
of iron to tension and compression, and its strength has thus been deter- 
mined with, perhaps, as much precision as is possible in the case of a ma- 
terial presenting almost constant variations of quality; every engineer is 
now aware that, as an average result, the tensile strength of good cast-iron 
may be taken as about 8 tons per ba inch, and its crushing strength as 
48 tons. Wrought-iron of fair quality will bear not far from 22 tons per 
square inch in tension, while its crushing strength is variously stated at 
from 12 to 15 tons per square inch up to 28} tons, the last-named being 
given by Mr. Matter as the result of experiments upon large hammered 
bars, which bore but from 23 tons to 24 tons in tension; when, however, 
we come to the question of safe working strength, much difference of opi- 
nion exists among engineers, the permanent supporting power of iron being 
variously estimated at from four-tenths down to one-tenth of its breaking 
strength. Thus when, some 15 years ago, a royal commission sat to en- 
quire into the application of iron to railway structures, the late Mr. GLYNN, 
in his evidence, recommended that a cast-iron bridge should never be loaded 
beyond one-tenth of its ultimate strength. The late Mr. SrePHENSON, with 
several other engineers, thought a ratio of one-sixth sufficient, while the 
late Mr. Baunew was satisfied with a ratio of from two-fifths to one-third; 
or, in other words, if a girder would just bear 100 tons of distributed load, 
he would put from 33 tons to 40 tons upon it, where Mr. SrePHENSON 
would allow not more than 17 tons, and Mr. Ginn only 10 tons, and pro- 
“a as great difference of ya exists at the present time. 

The extreme difficulty of dealing with a subject in relation to which so 
few data exist is as apparent as the importance of ascertaining the maximum 
load which may be continuously removed and applied to iron (capable of 

ing a given breaking weight) without injuring the structure of the iron; 
and Mr. Cotsurn has certainly done much to cause a proper amount of 
attention to be directed to the point. He reminds us that the calculations 


~ as to the load that will be safely supported must be based upon the elastic 


limit of the iron, or maximum weight gradually applied which the iron will 
bear without permanent deflection, rather;than upon the breaking es or 
weight necessary to produce a rupture. Mr. Coupurn concludes by ob- 
serving that it must be regretted, if not indeed deplored, that our exact 
knowledge of the permanent supporting power of iron is so limited. He 
fears that the paper hardly fulfils its title, which may have led to the ex- 
ae: pon 5 that some definite relation would be assigned between the safe 
load and the ultimate strength of iron. Even at the risk, however, of leav- 
ing the subject as the author found it, he indulges the hope that the con- 
siderations which have been touched upon may induce closer observation 
and enquiry into the real working properties of iron, as distinguished from 
its ultimate The question involved in this subject does not ap- 
to be one which admits of solution by a reference to any know natural 
aw, nor does it appear that it can be disposed of by mathematical investi- 
gation; but our only safe conclusions must be derived from the results of 
protracted, varied, and repeated experiments. In the meantime, common 
prudence requires that we ascertain, with as much accuracy as possible, the 
elastic powers of every given kind of iron proposed for permanent works, 
and that we then wtp perme the parts that the working strain shall never 
much exceed one elastic limit, a ratio which will correspond, ac- 
cording to the variable quality of iron, with a load of from one-eighth to 
one-fourth its breaking strength.

COAL TRADE TO LONDON via THE GREAT NORTHERN 
RAILWAY. 


A few weeks ago we commented favourably apes a scheme for extend- 
ing the application of Mr. Plimsoll’s mode of unloading coal to the whole 
of the mineral traffic of the Great Northern Railway Company, pointing 
out how important it was that the railway company, in its own interest, 
should not hesitate at any reasonable sacrifice which would rid their coal 
traffic of an incubus which is now pretty generally assessed at no less than 
a shilling per ton. We are glad to hear that the railway company enter- 
tained the proposal favourably, and are now negociating for the purchase 
of the site indicated. Regarded merely as securing for the future wants of 
the company a desirable extension of room towards London, it would ap- 
pear worth while tosecure this property; but we understand that the Coal 
Unloading Company are willing to take it in hand for 28 years, for the pur- 
poses of a coal depot for the Great Northern traffic only, at a rental giving 
the company 5 per cent. on their outlay—the Coal Unloading Company 
merely proposing to receive the charges made by the company for depot 
and drops, and the present cost to the railway ame | of shunting and 
unloading. ‘The fact is, that the present mode of unloading coal is so ex- 
ceedingly wastefal, that the Coal Unloading Company are able to offer 
these very favourable terms to the railway company, to free the traffic 
from a hindrance and drawback which severely depresses it; and, at 
the same time, to make a fair profit for themselves, paying rent and 
cost of plant, &c. It is ener however, even now, that this is a case 
where bis qui cito especially applies. Already the house property on the 
estate has doubled its value since the Midland Railway Company bought 
the surrounding land; anda month more might, probably, still further 
augment its value. 

Property, especially land, at King’s Cross will in a few years be as 
valuable as it is in Holborn; indeed, we question whether the property now 
referred to, situate as it is between the depéts of two important railways, 
is not already so, or of even greater value. ‘There is no reason, however, 
for supposing that such men as Mr. Leith and Mr. Oakley, of the Great 
Northern Railway Company, are blind to what is obvious to others even 
less interested, and, unless we are much mistaken, they are fully alive 
to what may fairly be called a crisis in the history of King’s Cross mer- 
chandise station; for it should not be lost sight of that were the mineral 
traffic in whole, or in part, accommodated elsewhere than at present, there 
would be more room for that augmentation of goods traffic which a few 
years will inevitably bring. 

Our peculiar interest, however, is in the coal traffic, and it is in this in- 
terest we advocate the more general adoption of Mr. Plimsoll’s plans. B 
the way, the recent raising of the rates on coal by both the Midland and 
the Great Northern Railway Companies places in « very striking light the 
probable working effect of the proposed depot. If this depot were now 
ready, the saving to the trade of 1s. per ton would just indemnify it for 
the increase in the freight, and so dissipate the dissatisfaction now felt by 
the merchants, and obviate the loss of traffic anticipated. It would do 
more, for the Midland and North-Western having also advanced their 
rates, and having no advantages to offer, would be placed at a great 
pron tee ig and a large augmentation of the Great Northern mineral 
traffic would inevitably and immediately ensue. It does not frequently 
happen, we should imagine, that the opportunity occurs to a company to 
obtain a very important advantage for their traffic, to get interest on their 
outlay, and to secure a valuable extension of space for the future by one 
and the same operation. 








THE FRENCH MINING DESIGNS ON MEXICO. 
It is believed by many well-informed observers on the Continent that an 
anxiety to lay hold of, and turn into the Imperial treasury, the vast mine- 
ral riches which the several provinces of Mexico are known to possess is 


one of the main objects of the French invasion of that country. Mexico 
is of vast extent, bounded on the north by some of the once-United States, 
on the east by the Gulph bearing that name, on the south by some of the 
Republics of Southern America, and on the west and south-west by the 
Pacific Ocean. The climate is one of its strongest defences against foreign 
invasion, and is described as divided into three great zones—the hot region 
(tierra caliente), which produces cotton, indigo, and sugar, but 

a fatal scourge in the yellow fever, known as the vomito pueto; the colder 
region (tierra fria), on the high elevations; and the temperate region 
(tierra templada), where the seasons present an almost perpetual spring. 
The temperature has been described by Humboldt as actually lying in 
layers. its mineral wealth early attracted the cupidity of the Spaniards, 
and France has been always jealous of the treasures which Spain derived 
from the Mexican mines during her long dominion over the country. 

The precious metals have been known for ages to abound; gold has been 
found in quantity in the departments of Sonora and Oaxaca, and on the 
western side of the Sierra Madre north of 24° north latitude. The silver 
mines are richest in the mountains which rise on the table lands, and in 
those which border their margin, and the supply is said to be inexhaustible 
in the plains of Anahuac and Mechdacan. ides the precious metals, 
Mexico abounds in ores of copper, lead, and iron, and a quicksilver mine 
is worked on the northern declivity of the Sierra Madre, in the department 
of Queretaro. ‘Tin is also stated to exist; and the carbonate of soda, called 
tequesquite, which is useful in the smelting of the silver ore, is found in 
eal lakes, where it is collected in abundance in a crystallised form. 
France is naturally envious of the wealth which the North American 
Republic received from her newly-adopted state of California, and still more 
of the extraordinary treasures of gold which Great Britain has derived from 
her remote Australian dependencies, originally discovered by the Dutch, 
and termed by them New Holland, to be abandoned to us under the idea 
that they were valueless, Algeria, although as a colonial possession a vast 
expense to France, has not proved asource of mineral wealth, and as silver 
is the principal circulating medium of the empire (indeed, the French word 
money, argent, is derived from the Latin name argentum, silver), it is not 
strange that the restless Imperial policy which prevails there should covet 
a country rich beyond all regions of the globe in that highly valuable 
mineral uct. 

The perfidious conduct of the Mexicans in their monetary transactions 
with other countries was peculiarly conspicuous in their breaches of good 
faith to England. It would appear from the several conventions that the 
claims both of England and of Spain on the Mexican Government far 
exceeded that of France, but we prudently confined our recent armed in- 
tervention to a mere naval display. Spain cherishes, no doubt, traditions 
of her ancient glory, and of the immense treasures she for centuries de- 
rived from her Mexican domination ; still she retired from any participa- 
tion in the invasion. Deep political objects are attributed to France, and 
a determination to establish a Latin weal on the western side of the 
Atlantic has been recently avowed. Shrewd suspicions, however, exist 
that these are but pretexts to cover secret designs, and it is not impro- 
bable that if the large expeditionary force now on the Mexican territory 


should prove successful in their “y | eqeenenn, new blood would be 
infused, and great increased activity displayed by French enterprise in 
developing for the benefit of the empire the almost inexhaustible metallic 
riches of the Mexican soil. It must be remembered also that France does 
not possess such a territory as we do in India for the production of cotton, 
from the want of which her operatives are also suffering vast privations, 
while the new country, if ultimately conquered, will, amongst its other 
products of the Torrid Zone, furnish a vast supply. Mexico, should it 
ultimately succomb to French dominion, will present an extensive field 
for emigration, and it is not improbable that Imperial policy may look 
forward to Mexican conquest as a means of procuring employment for a 
portion of the industrial population of France, 

Hitherto the progress of the invading army has been unpromising, and 
has sorely disappointed the national ambition; a bigotted detestation of 
all strangers is inherent in the native Mexicans, and the French seem to 
admit that they have encountered a resistance far more formidable than 
they had — We can scarcely, however, bring ourselves to be- 
lieve that the Emperor once committed will recede; the power, glory, and 
national vanity of France would also seem to forbid the abandonment of a 
military enterprise once undertaken. England has looked on a calm spec- 





tator, and it would indeed seem that a French settlement on the northern 








American continent is not viewed with alarm; it seems rather to be con- 
sidered as a favourable counterpoise to the apprehension of an aggressive 
If the anarchical dictatorships which 
have for years distracted and disgraced the Mexican soil shall be succeeded 
by a settled form of Government, we shal! probably see the claims of the 

nglish creditors more honestly recognised, Mexican public securities 
once more appear and become buoyant in our market; and England in 
the fair relations of legitimate trade, under the liberal systems of commer- 
cial policy now prevailing between the two countries, will probably obtain 
her share of the increased bullion which French valour, after vast sacrifice 
of life, shall acquire, and French adventure forward to Europe. 





FOREIGN MINING AND METALLURGY. 


Official statistics, which have just appeared on the subject, exhibit the 
metallurgical industry of Belgium in an important position last year. Thus:

These figures show that Belgian enterprise has acquired a commanding position in 
France and other surrounding countries. Week by week we are enabled to report the 

lusion of tracts by Belgian works, and on this occasion we may note that the 
administration of the State railways hrs accorded the supply of ten locomotives to the 
Seraing Company ; the contract price was 2080/. for each engine. The Belgian works 
are about to enter the lists with their English competitors for the delivery of 10,000 tons 
of rails to the Netherlands State system of railways. The public adjudication of this 
important contract is announced for Thursday, April 2. Already on different occasions 
Belgian and English establishments have appeared in rivalry for deliveries to be made 
to the Government of the Low Countries, and the chances of success have fluctuated from 
time to time. Belgian works have no occasion at present to make concessions in order 
to assure contracts and maintain activity in their operations; nevertheless, they will 
probably make some concessions in order to obtain the rails to be furnished in Holland, 
as it is good policy in industrial pursuits to produce as much as possible at a moderate 
profit rather than produce little even at high profits. The numerous contracts for rails 
signed of late have caused prices to rise, and a proof of this is afforded in an adjudication 
recently made by the Roman Railway Company, which required 8000 tons, partly deli- 
verable at Civita Vecchia and partly at Ancona. The result of this adjudication was as 
follows: — Tenders sent in by English firms — Aberdare forges, 64. 17s. 4d.; Dowlals, 
7l.; Rhymney, 71. 1s. 7d. ; Tredegar, 7/. 4s.; Ebbw Vale, 7/. 8s. 94.; Blaina, 7/. 10s. ; 
Middlesborough, 7/. 17s. 6d. per ton. Tenders sent in by Belgian firms—The Syndicate 
of Works, 77, 16s. 5d. ; the Seraing Company, 7/7. 188. 9d. per ton. The tolerably wide 
margin between the prices demanded by the Belgian works and those offered by the 
Weish establishments is explained by the considerations arising with respect to freight, 
the Roman Railway Company having required that the tenders should state the prices 
to be paid for the rails when delivered at their destination. The carriage of rails re- 
quires excellent ships, while it is usual for ships only to accept them as a partial cargo, 
and to complete their loading with lighter merchandise, such as coal, marble, &c. The 
English establishments can freight ships on very favourable terms at Cardiff, Liverpool, 
or Newport, as they can export rails and coal at the same time ; butin Belgium, on the 





'Y | contrary, the ironworks having only rails to forward into Italy, have to submit to a 


much higher rate of freight. The Welsh ironmasters, by combining the loading of dif- 
ferent goods, have been able to freight for Ancona and Civita Vecchia at the average 
rate of 178, 6d. per ton, while the shipowners of Antwerp will not undertake to forward 
rails into Italy for less than 1/.6s,.5d. to 1/.83. perton. Belgian producers have now pretty 
well solved the problem of uring cheaply on conditions nearly similar to those 
of England ; and as soon as means have been found to freight ships at a low rate, Bel- 
gium will be in a position to compete everywhere with great chances of success against 
her powerful rival. It is clear, however, that she has a good deal yet to do before she 
can cope with a people who are emphatically a nation of sailors. The Lubeck and 
Buchen Railway Company has just put in adjudication 5720 tons of rails; some Bel- 
gian industrials bave submitted tenders in connection with this affair, but the re- 
sult bas not yet transpired. It is awaited with some interest, as the occasion is the 
first on which a serious contest has arisen between the English, German, and Belgian 
forges. The rise in the price of rails, to which allusion has been made during the last 
week or two, is now completely established, and the minimum terms on which business 
can be done are 61. per ton at the works. It is hoped by Belgians themselves that no 
very great further rise will take place, as it would disturb tho connection laboriously 
cultivated between Belgium and various foreign railway companies, and drive business 
into the hands of Engiand. The present price of 6/. per ton is besides remunerative 
enough for the majority of the great works, while quotations at the rate of 6/. 4s. per 
ton would permit the second order of works to commence the fabrication of rails at a pro- 
fit. It is desirable, then, that present prices should be maintained, but not exceeded. 
It it considered probable that this will be the case, as the foreign railway companies 
admit as a rule a margin of 6s. to 8s. per ton between Belgian and Welsh rails, in con- 
sequence of the supposed superior quality of the former. A quotation of 6/, 48. per ton 
in Belgium would represent, then, 5/. 16s. per ton at Cardiff, and that is the rate wlich 
now prevails there. 

Business has been less animated in copper at Paris, but former rates 
have been maintained, English being quoted at 907.; United States, 104/.; 
and Chilian, 862. 10s. No important transaction is noted at Havre, and 
at Marseilles buyers have not been very numerous, and have only dealt in 
some small lots, at previously quoted prices. There has been very little movement on 
the Hamburg market; buyers have shown more reserve, and business has altogether 
been less animated. Prices have been feeble, and the demand has been limited at Co- 
logne and Stettin. As regards tin, it may be noted that some transactions were con- 
cluded in Banca last week at Amsterdam and Rotterdam at 7744 florins; at this price, 
there remained sellers. At Paris, the market for tin has been rising; Bancs has been 
quoted at 1272.; Detroit, 1257.; and English, 1187. Marseilles has remained without 
change intin. Banca has been in favour upon the Hamburg market, in consequence of 
the higher prices which this article obtains in Holiand ; on the other hand, English tin 
remains obtainable at former prices. Banca has been firm at Cologne; Berlin has re- 
mained without change. The price of lead has been tolerably well sustained at Paris, 
although the demand has exhibited little activity. Rough French was last quoted at 
22/.,and Spanish 22/. 8s. per ton. At Genoa, the lead of that district has been dealt 
in at 197, 16s. Stolberg maintains itself at 1154 florins at Rotterdam. The Hamburg 
market has received from various quarters orders for suft German lead, but they ! ave 
remained without result, holders not being willing to submit to the prices which in- 
tending purchasers offer. At Berlin and Cologne only a few small lots have been dealt 
in, to meet consumptive requirements. Rough Silesian zinc has fallen at Paris to 19/. 
per ton. At Hamburg no important transactions have been noted, but prices have been 
sustained. The same report is made with regard to the state of the Breslau market. 

A gentleman connected with the iron trade of the French department 
of the Ardennes, has published rather a gloomy sketch of the state of me- 
tallurgical affairs in that district, upon which he argues that the Franco- 
Belgian treaty of commerce is exercising an adverse influence. The fabri- 
cation of pig, he states, is sensibly diminishing in the Ardennes ; and if the fabrication 
of iron is still active, that state of things, he thinks, will only last some few years, 
although, probably, where pig is now produced iron will in future be manufactured. 
By way of supporting his views, the writer states that twenty years since the depart- 
ment of the Ardennes possessed 34 furnaces worked with charcoal or wood, and utili- 
lising the excellent minerals of the district. The annual production was then 15,00 
tons of rough pig, and 5000 tons of cast pig, first fusion. The number of furnaces has 
not since varied, but the establishment of steam-engines, and modifications introduced 
into the capacity and fittings of furnaces, enabled the production to be doubled in 1852 
and subsequent years. From 1852 to 1859, there existed in the Ardennes 30 blast-fur- 
naces in operation, producing at least 35,000 tons of pig, of which one-fourth was utilised 
in castings, and the remainder in rolled irons, plates, &c. The treaty ofcommerce and 
the immediate neighbourhood of Belg have produced the following results : —There 
are now 15 or 16 blast-furnaces, which do not work in a regular manner, and which 
yield at the most 15,000 tons per annum, of which one-fourth goes into castings. The 
production of pig obtained with a mixture of charcoal and coke has attained no great 
extent in the department. The department thus boasts only a single blast-furnace, esta- 
blished in 1862, at Vireux, on the Beigian frontier, and by the side of the Ardennes Iail- 
way and the Meuse. This furnacecan produce from 7000 to 8000 tons of pig per annum. 
It utilises the minerals of Belgium, mixed with the minerals of the Ardennes, and it 
will work under favourable auspices so long as protecting duties exist to some extent 
as regards Belgium. Minerals being admitted without duty into France, and their ex- 
port being also burthened with no dues, the production of pig at Vireux has not to sus- 
tain, as compared with the biast-furnaces of Belgium, only slightly higher transport 
charges on cokes and minerals, while Belgian pig must pay an import daty of 2s. per ton. 
It is surprising that the example of the proprietors of the great Vireux furnace has not 
been more generally followed, as besides the outlet/for products afforded by Paris—ria 
the Meuse, the Ardennes, and other railways, and the network of canals—the depart- 
ment of the Ardennes has a considerable local consumption,as well in pig as in fron and 
plates, The excellent mixed minerals of Poix and the neighbourhood have become neg- 
lected, in consequence of the diminution in the production of pig. Ten villages, to which 
this working communicated considerable activity and prosperity, are at present suffering 
greatly from this disastreus change; but it is probable that the good quality of these 
minerals, and their great fusibility, will induce the Belgian works to make trials of them 
as mixtures, and as the result is likely to be encouraging, the workings will, no doubt, 
soon regain their former activity. In order to facilitate the export of these minerals, 
the Ardennes Railway, acting in concert with various Belgian lines, has determined to 
carry them at the rate of 44d. per ton per mile. The black minerals yield 40 per cent. 
of iron, and are worth at the Poix station 6s. 9d. per ton; and the yellow minerals, 
yielding 36 per cent., are worth 6s. per ton at thesame station. These minerals,in fine 
grains, have the appearance of ground coffee, and are generally employed in the propor- 
tion of three-fourths black to one-fourth yellow. Twenty years since the department 
of the Ardennes had 65 refining fires worked with charcoal, but half of these have dis- 
appeared, although, on the other hand, the number of puddling-furnaces has increased. 
At present only about 20 refining fires are in activity in a continuous manner, and they 
manufacture iron for soft plates, large nails, wire-drawing, &c., to the collective extent 
of 6000 tons annually ; the mixture employed consists of one-third of hard Belgian pig, 
mixed Ardennes pig, produced with charcoal, and old iron obtained from various sources. 
The department had 20 years since 25 pudding-furnaces, but the number has now doubled, 
at least 50 being in continual activity, as well as 20 re-heating furnaces. The consump- 
tion of these furnaces is calculated at about 35,000 tons of rough pig, derived from the 
charcoal-produced pig of the district, and the coke-made pig of the Moselle, Belgiam, 
and England. The department is obliged to draw from abroad every year 15,000 tons to 
to 20,000 tons of pig for puddiing purposes; and it is also under the necessity, besides, 
er tee ane ae pig to feed its numerous second fusion foundries.

REPORT FROM NORTH AND SOUTH STAFFORDSHIRE. 


Marcu 5.—The Iron Trade keeps rather dull. Orders are being worked 
out, and are not fully replaced by fresh arrivals. The demand for hoops 
is considerably slacker, and in most departments there is a degree of dul- 
ness. For shipbuilding a good demand continues. Some of the smaller 
makers are offering a reduction in price, with a view to attract orders. 
The dulness is partly, but not entirely, the result of the close of the quarter 
drawing near. Pig-iron is rather lower in price, and as most of the manu- 
facturers have bought rather heavily the price will go down unless the de- 
mand for manufactured iron improves.

REPORT FROM NORTHUMBERLAND AND DURHAM. 


Marcu 5.—The inquest on the sufferers at the Usworth Colliery explo- 
sion was opened at the Washington Inn, on ‘Thursday, when Mr. Coxon, 
viewer, produced a plan of the place where the accident occurred, and ex- 
plained it to the jury. He stated that the amount ofair circulating in the 
workings on the day of the accident was 10,000 cubic feet per minute. 
He had examined this part of the pit himself lately, and at different times, 
and he had never found any accumulation of gas, it was all carried away by the venti- 
lation. There could only have been a slight accumulation of gas on the top of the bord, 
The bord where the gas was was only 6 yards in length, 3 yards wide, and 3 feet 5 in. 
high, It was contrary to their rules to take a naked light into such a place. If Cum- 
mings had not taken his lamp top off he would never have seen any gas, but the air 
would have carried it away immediately. The jury returned a verdict to the follow- 
ing effect,—" That Robert Cammings and Samuel Gascoigne were killed at Usworth 
Colliery by an explosion of gas, through Cummings incautiously putting a naked light 
through the stopping.” Mr. Dunn, the Government Inspector, was present during the 
enquiry. Since the inquest, Cresswell, who was working with Cammings and Gas- 
coigne, has died ; this making the third death by this unfortunate accident. 

The strike at the Broomhill and Radcliffe Collieries still continues, having now con- 
tinued five weeks. This extraordinary state of things at the present time, when the 
steam coal trade is so very languid, must be idered as The demancs of 
the men at these collieries would most certainly never have been made, except for the 
advance secured a short time ago at several other collieries in the district. The latter 
circumstance being one of the most curious to be found in the annals of the coal trade. 
After a long and severe depression the coulowners agreed to make a general reduction 
in the price for hewing coals, and also to introduce the yearly bond, This was at Christ- 
mas last. It was generally understood that the men had no particular objection toa 
slight reduction in their prices, considering the very unfavourable state of the trade ; 
bat the mention of the yearly bond at an unusual period roused them, and owing to 
dissensions on the other side, a sort of panic set in, and instead of getting the prices re- 
duced, they were actually | d. Ag , however, were arrived at, and all the 
works in the district have been carried on uninterruptedly, with the exception of those 
unfortunate places just mentioned,and this must, of course, press hardly upon the owners 
of these works, the men being in the meantime supported by subscriptions raised amongst 
the men at other works. A letter haa been published by Mr. Barkus, the owner and 

of the B hill Colliery, in which he gives an account of the average, and 
also individual, earnings of some of the men, which shows pretty clearly the nature of 
the present dispute. It is to be hoped that it will speedily be adjusted. If the details 
given by Mr. Barkus are correct, the public will hardly sympathise with those concerned 
in such a case, and it is to be hoped that the men of Northumberland also will refrain 
from supporting such a movement; if they continue to do so a reaction must, sooner or 
later, set in, and their own serious injury can be the only final result. 

The following is the statement of Mr. Barkus of the total earnings at Broomhill Col- 
liery, with the average earnings per day :—Number of days the pit has worked during 
last year, 240; total earnings, 1581/. 10s. 744d. Aggregate number of days worked, 
6470; average wages per man per day, 58.1444. The following are the earnings of nine 
workmen, who are considered fair average men :—Kobert Hell, secretary to the Union, 
average on twenty-six pays worked in the main and bottom seams, 5s. 1444. per day; 
W. Wakenshaw and John Hall, average on six pays worked in the main seam, 6s. 8d. ; 
W. and J. Metcalfe, average on seven pays worked in the main seam, 4s. 7d.; J. Frame 
and T. Hutchinson, average on six pays worked in the main seam, 5s, 64¢d.; Dixon 
Donkin and J, Harmison, average on six pays worked in the main seam, 5s, 2d. It will 
hardly be considered that those prices are bad, neither have the men been badly em- 
ployed during the past year, when the state of the trade generally is considered. 














REPORT FROM MONMOUTH AND SOUTH WALES. 


Marca 5.—There is no material alteration to record in the state of the 
Coal and Iron Trades since my last report. Nearly all the ironworks are 
kept pretty well employed, and at some of them there is considerable ac- 
tivity evinced. There are a good number of orders on hand, and the en- 
quiries from America are on the increase. The collieries are more regu- 
larly at work since the advent of favourable weather; and, from the feeling 
evinced on the market, the coalmasters look forward with confidence for 
better times. 

Many acorrespondent has called attention, in the columns of the Mining 
Journal, to the necessity of having some kind of society which would pro- 
tect the public, to a certain extent, against the incorrect representations 
and dishonest practices which are carried on in connection with mining. 
I do not think that there is any coal mining district in the kingdom that has suffered 
more severely in this respect than South Wales. The public of this district were led 
to believe a short time since that the letters which appeared in the Journal would have 
been the means of awakening sufficient public interest to establish a Mining Protection 
Society, but the matter seems to have dropped, as it were, all at once. I have known 
many instances In this district where parties have come down from London, representing 
themselves as men of capital, and by this means they indace landlords to lease their 
mineral properties; and, after everything is pleted, it suddenly tarns out that the 
lessee is a man of straw, and not worth one penny piece. It may naturally be asked if 
fraudulent and false representations have been made, why not cancel the lease? A!l who 
are versed, however, in mining matters know that a year or two Is generally allowed to 
prove the coal, subject toa certain dead rent, and the latter, very probably, will not 
come due for twelve months. It is respecting such persons as these the public require 
information, which would be the means of protecting them against a vast amount of 
trouble and expense. On other occasions, representations are made that some intimate 
friends are desirous of investing their capita!, but it soon transpires that the “ friends” 
are the usual resort toalimited company. The agent who secures the property manages, 
as a rule, to get pretty heavily into debt, and when the company gets into possession 
they repudiate all that the agent has done, and nothing more is heard of him. This 
has been the case in more than one instance, and very often the company disappears in 
as mysterious a manner as the agent. It must not be presumed that I wish to discourage 
legitimate mining speculations, but, on the contrary, every assistance and reasonable sup- 
port ought to be given to those who invest in such undertakings. It is the “ men of 
straw” and the “ middle men ” who ought to be eradicated from mining society, in order 
that the real lessees and lessors might negociate with one another. This cannot be ac- 
complished without establishing some kind of general organisation throughout the coun- 
try, and a first-class direction in London. The mining public of this district would hall 
with satisfaction the formation of a Mining Protection Society, or any other effectual 
plan, with the view of achieving the objects contemplated. If the matter were taken 
up by responsible parties there is no doubt but that success would be the resait. Much 
opposition would, no doubt, have tobe encountered, but this would only prove, to a great 
extent, that the scheme was one worthy of support. 

The enquiry respecting the late explosion at the Navigation Colliery, Mountain Ash, 
has resulted in the following verdict being returned by the jury:—** We are of opinion 
that the deceased, Evan Morgan and Samuel Jones, came by their deaths from an ex- 
plosion in the Navigation Colliery, on Feb. 7,caused by a blower arising from one of the 
stalls between the day and night shifts having been ignited by a naked light used by one 
of them.” A correspondent of the Cambrian Daily Leader makes the following obser- 
vations on the strange condact of the jury:—‘ It may be mentioned that before the 
Government Inspector had been heard, and previous to the reception of the evidence of 

Mr. Brown, the manager of the colliery, some of the jury expressed a strong wish that 
the coroner would bring the enquiry to a close, in order that they might retarn to busl- 
ness. The coroner very properly replied that it was impossible to close a solemn enquiry 
such as they were engaged in for the sake of returning to business. I note this fact to 
show the kind of men sometimes summoned on coroner’ Indeed, as a rule, 
the men least fitted by their education and intelligence are found oftenest clustering 
around the coroner, to offer him advice, and afford him assistance in ‘ important investi- 
gations.’ This should not be the case.” 

Mr. W. Jenkins, of Troedy Rhiw, Merthyr Tydvi!l, viewer, has just perfected an in-

Mr. W. J. Vran, the secretary, having opened the business by reading 
the advertisement, the following report was taken as read:— 

The ordinary single journey tickets show a slight failing off, but there has been a 
marked increase in the Ist and 3d class double journey tickets, which were in especial 
request for the excursion traffic to the International Exhibition. The cash received for 
premiums during the half-year was 24,143]. 8s. 7d., and for interest on investments, 
3171. 1s. 10d., which added to the balance brought forward from the previous half-year, 
15,3961. 12s, 8d., completes the sum of 39,857/. 3s, 1d. to the credit of the revenue ac- 
count. The working expenses, commission, &c., amount to 8128/. 7s. 1ld., and the 
compensation to 15,0417. 8s. 8d. After payment of the interest to proprietors to June 
last, and applying the increased amount of 1000/. to the replacement of the preliminary 
expenses, a balance is carried down of 15,3241. 15s. 11d., to which must be added the 
amount still due from the clearing-house and agents, 24891. 4a. 8d., forming a total 
balance of 17,814/. 0s. 7d. The directors propose in addition to the half-year’s interest 
to December, at 4 per cent. per annum, to declare a bonus of 1s. per share, of which 
one-half will be paid in cash, and the other half placed to the capital account. After 
deducting these amounts from the balance, the remainder will be carried forward to 
meet the outstanding risks. The total compensation paid during the year 1862 was, 
for 16 fatal cases, 11,8507.; 1632 cases of personal injury, 20,4051. 9s. 1ld.; total, 
32,2552. 93. 1ld.; being at the rate of 58°44 per cent. on the premiums, against the rate 
of 59°93 per cent. in the previous year. The directors are glad to observe that the rapid 
increase in the rate of compensation during the three previous years is beginning to have 
effect, in rendering the benefit of this kind of insurance more generally felt, and increas- 
ing the business of the company. Your directors have great satisfaction in stating, after 
eight months’ experience of the new rates of premium for general accident assurances, 
that the public appear to prefer having their position and rights more clearly defined, 
as is done by the policies under the new arrangement recognising claims for partial 
disablement.” 

The CHAIRMAN thought the shareholders would regard the report as extremely satis- 
factory. The operations of the year enabled the directors to pay a small bonus to the 
proprietors in addition to the usual interest. The surplus would allow a somewhat 
larger bonus, but the board thought it more prudent to keep up the capital as the busi- 
ness expanded, rather than to give the company a temporary impetus by paying more. 
The paid-up capital, which was laid out at interest averaging 4 per cent., would in a 
short time enable them to pay the entire interest to theshareholders, There had, as the 
report stated, been a considerable increase in the general accident policies. In addi- 
tion to this, 300,000 persons had availed themselves of the journey tickets, due pro- 
bably to the Great Exhibition in some part, but there could be no doubt that with the 
extension cf the inter-metropolitan railway communication, that increase would be more 
than maintained. The income from premiums had now reached the sum of 55,0001. 
a year, while more than 32,000/. had been paid for compensation for injuries to 
policy holders or their representatives. This fact afforded some idea of the benefit this 
class of insurance conferred upon the public; and,as an instance in point, he might men- 
tion a very recent case of a commercial traveller (a class who largely availed themselves 
of the facilities for making provision for their famllies afforded by this office), who met 
with his death by an accident, leaving a wife who was enceinte, and a family of five 
young children, wholly anprovided for. A policy in the Railway Passengers Office 
had, however, luckily been taken out, and the 10007, to which the widow became en- 
titled under it enabled her, with some help from friends, to provide for herself and six 
childrcn, a posthumous child having been born since the ident. The pany was 
now paying 1007. a day as compensation, and he hoped a continued i in th t 
of business would show the i d public appreciation of an institution which con- 
ferred such practical advantages upon society. In conclusion, he moved the usual formal 
resolution adopting the report. 

Mr. HaRRIson seconded the motion, which was carried unanimously. 

On the motion of Mr. CoLLeTr, seconded by Mr. Back, the directors retiring by rota- 
tion were re-elected. 

Mr. EapE moved a resolution, thanking the directors for their able and successful ma- 
nagement, and increasing their remuneration from 6007. (the present amount) to 1000/. 
a year, commencing from the beginning of the present year. He reminded the share- 
holders that, although the company was an experiment on a new principle, the board, 
by their assiduous attention and prudent conduct, had paid interest upon the paid-up 
capital during the 13 years they had been established, and on two occasions a bonus in 
addition, They had provided a reserve fund of 12,000/., and bad repaid 5600/7. of the 
capital.—Mr. Rumsey seconded the motion, which was carried unanimously. 

The CHAIRMAN, on behalf of himself and his colleagues, expressed his gratification at 
the cordial unanimity with which the resolution had been carried. 

The auditors were then re-elected, and the interest declared at the rate of 4 per cent. 
per annum, together with half the bonus of 1s. per share, the other half going, under the 
provisions of the Deed of Settlement, to the credit of the capital account. 

A vote of thanks to the Chairman and his colleagues closed the proceedings.
